James M. Stewart of Palatine, a sup- 


porter of Otto F. Otepka, recently took 
some pokes at two nationally known fig- 
ures — Sen. Edward Kennedy (D-Mass.) 
and syndicated columnist Drew Pearson. 


"The Kennedy clan in my opinion is 


aligned with the left and has been for 
many years," said Stewart. "Edward is 
running true to form." 


Stewart said that Pearson "has just 


proved once more that he's always on the 
wrong side of the fence." 


Both Kennedy and Pearson have openly 


come out against the nomination of Otto 
F. Otepka to a position on the Subversive 
Activities Control Board (SACB). 


STEWART HAS played a key role in the 


raising of $27,000 to pay for legal expenses 
Otepka has incurred over a five-year peri- 
od. 


Stewart is disturbed, but not surprised, 


that Kennedy and Pearson have attempted 
to connect Otepka, a former State Depart- 
ment security officer, with the John Birch 
Society and the Liberty Lobby, which 
Pearson called a front for the neo-Nazi 
movement. 


Pearson in his column last week said 


there is "concrete evidence that Otepka 
has been extremely close to the U.S. neo- 
Nazi movement." 


STEWART SAID Otepka has "no Nazi 


friends." 


A charge by Pearson that the Liberty 


Lobby was one of Otepka's strongest back- 
ers was also refuted by Stewart. 


A former resident of Wood Dale and an 


advertising manager for an Addison firm, 
Stewart said he was the principal backer 
of Otepka. 


Through the American Defense Fund, 


which consists of Stewart, his wife, and 
two children, $22,000 was raised for 


Otepka's legal fees. Another $5,000 was 
raised through other sources, Stewart 
said. 


Stewart has spoken in behalf of Otepka, 


including one private engagement before a 
large audience in March, 1965, held at the 
Flick-Reedy Corp. near Bensenville. 


Stewart also spoke at a rally in Boston 


in 1968, which the Washington Star said 
was an annual event organized by the 
Birch Society. Otepka was in attendance, 
the Star said. 


STEWART SAID he was a speaker but 


that the rally was a patriotic affair at- 
tended by many persons, the majority of 
which were not affiliated with the Birch 
Society. 


He said the rally was organized by two 


police officers. 


In previous interviews, Stewart has said 


he has no link with the Birch Society and 
other right-wing groups. However, he has 


said that he used conservative publica- 
tions to gain support for Otepka. 


They do their homework and know what 


the problems are in the State Department, 
Stewart has said. 


The State Department is where the 


Otepka case developed following a 1960 
confrontation between Otepka, Sec. of 
State Dean Rusk and then Atty. General 
Robert Kennedy. 


As chief evaluator for the state Depart- 


ment, Otepka refused to ease security re- 
quirements for some appointees then un- 
der consideration by President-elect John 
Kennedy. 


OTEPKA LATER was demoted, fired, 


and then severely reprimanded by Rusk 
for providing confidential information to a 
Congressional subcommittee investigating 
lax security operations. 


Otepka's willingness to testify before the 


committee remains a key issue in the 


case, largely because he did it in violation 
of a presidential directive forbidding fed- 
eral employes from testifying without per- 
mission from their superiors. 


Otepka's last five years have been spent 


attempting to get his job back. Rusk in 
1967 did set aside his decision to fire 
Otepka but severely reprimanded him and 
reduced him in grade. 


P r e s i d e n t Nixon, however, offered 


Otepka a $36,000-a-year job on the SACB. 


't'HE SENATE Judiciary committee last 


week approved the nomination in closed 
session, 10-3, with Sen. Kennedy, and Sen- 
ators Philip A. Hart (D-Mich.) and Joseph 
Tydings (D-Md.) casting "no"' votes. 


Sen. Everett Dirksen was among those 


who voted in favor of the nomination. 


Kennedy said he would continue his op- 


position to Otepka when the nomination 
reaches the Senate floor in two or three 
weeks.

An underground liquid gasoline leak at 


Rosellc and Irving Park roads was dis- 
covered Monday morning by Illinois Bell 
Co. workmen. The source had not yet been 
found Tuesday afternoon. 


Several inches of raw gasoline floated 


on water in underground pipes for several 
blocks in all directions from the inter- 
section. Gasoline was found as far north 
of the intersection as Thorndale Road. 


Downtown traffic was rerouted and busi- 


nesses were without customers for most of 
the day Monday as gasoline was pumped 
out of sewers and disposed of at the Ajax 
gravel pit in Bloomingdale. 


<;.VSOU.\E RESIDUE will remain a 


while in the pipes, officials said, and could 
be dangerous unless flushed away with 
chnmicals. This will be done in the near 
future, after the source of the leak has 
been found and repaired. 


Monday night, according to Jerry Bot- 


terman, superintendent of public works, 
the pipes were filled with water to help 
eliminate the danger of explosive fumes. 


He said earlier, us the liquid gasoline is 


pumped out, it increases the danger of ex- 
plosion from fumes. 


Soon after the situation was reported, oil 


company representatives from 
Sinclair, 


Standard, Philips 66 and Pabich Motors 
inspected their tanks. 


Liquid gasoline was pumped out of the 


underground pipes by a sewage and 
sludge removal firm from Chicago.

Franks has organized a committee 
made up of representatives of villages and 
known as the O'Hare Area Noise Abate- 
ment Control Council. 


Members will conduct a dinner meeting 


at Ehlen's Green Tree Inn. 800 W. Irving 
Park Road. 


Franks said Neal Callahan of the Feder- 


al Aviation Administration (FAA). and 
Dan Vucurevich, O'Hare control tower 
chief, will attend. State and national rep- 
resentatives have been invited, he added. 


"We'll make requests for noise control." 


said Franks, who lives in the Royal Oak 
subdivision of Wood Dale and says he is 
affected by noisy aircraft. 


Price, Not Right 


The House Municipalities committee last 


week in Springfield killed a bill which 
would 
have 
made 
airports 
purchase 


"noise rights" to the air above homes. 


The bill was sponsored by State Rep. 


William Redmond, D-Bensenville, who 
said he believed residents are entitled to 
some compensation for jet noise. 


ACCORDING TO one report, Rep. John 


Touhy, D-Chicago, said the bill would cost 
too much. 


Airlines spokesmen said homeowners 


around O'Hare would have to be paid be- 
tween 2.4 and 5 billion dollars for the air 
rights. 


FRANKS SAID he believes jets can be 


better controlled so they avoid populated 
communities where they disturb residents 
by flying at low altitudes. "We're not say- 
ing they should stop flights, but we're ask- 
ing what can be done under the condi- 
tions." 


Franks said that if jets would climb as 


rapidly as possible on takeoff for one 
more minute before turning off they would 
bother fewer residents. "If they went to 
2.000 feet, there would not be noise." 


Franks, who is president of B-Z Screw, 


Inc.. Franklin Park, said he has seen jets 
so low "I can hit them with a sling-shot. 


I'm almost serious about that." he said. 


In a more serious tone, Franks said 


noise has been reduced considerably in 
the north DuPage County area since the 
east-west runway at the south end of 
O'Hare was closed April 28. 


The 10,000-foot runway will be closed for 


105 days for improvements, which include 
a new taxiway. a tunnel underneath the 
runway and new runway turnoffs. 


Franks said improvements to the run- 


way would facilitate its use by more jets. 
The tunnel under the runway will provide 
access to a proposed cargo area at the 
south end of the field. 


Deadline Shifted

DuPage County Health Department offi- 


cials have reached a compromise with 
Frank Sorec of Itasca and extended his 
deadline to correct conditions or move mi- 
grant workers from sub-standard housing 
on Devon Avenue north of Itasca. 


Sorce told health officials he was in pur- 


chase negotiations for homes just north of 
the Illinois-Wisconsin border to house mi- 
grant workers for his landscaping busi- 
ness. 


Workers have been living in a shack and 


several trailers in North DuPage. 


Sorce has until about June 18 to move 


migrants out of the shack located on about 
five acres halfway between Illinois 53 and 


dumped and covered over with dirt. 


THE ROSEU.E Fire Department was 


kept ready all day Monday with a pumper 
and foaming device to cover any fire or 
explosion within seconds. 


Volunteers worked in shifts, as did po- 


lice. Police rerouted traffic for about six 
hours until heavy traffic during rush hour 
became so congested road blocks were 
lowered. Traffic was hurried through the 
dangerous intersection. 


Police and village officials said they

Tarry said the health department usual- 


ly seeks a court injunction to force com- 
pliance with the law. 


In this case, he said, the department 


may also seek a cumulative fine of $6,000 
in addition to the injunction. 


The fine would be $200 a day for 30 days 


for allowing people to live in conditions 
deemed unsanitary by health 
officials. 


Tarry said. 


The violations are basically lack of run- 


ning water and no indoor sanitary facil- 
ities, he said. These could be corrected to 
meet health standards.

It look* as though Chicago area 


toll road commuters will have to 
pick up much of the tab for tollway 
extension in Illinois. 


The House Highway Committee 


has killed the bill that would have 
insured that any new tollways would 
have to be self-supporting, rather 
than having bonds paid off with the 
help of revenue from existing raods. 


That action was a severe blow to 


those motorists who regularly use 
the Tn-State and Northwest toll 
ro.ids which conceivably could be 


• ri r>tt and turned into freeways by 


': T -llway Authority Chairman 


D o n a l d 
. Bonniwell has his 


way. that revenue flow will be 
turned to help spread a toll road 
network throughout the state, post- 
poning indefinitely the day of free 


travel on the old toll roads. 


We have said it before, and we 


feel compelled to repeat such action 
would break faith with the users of 
the toll roads and with original in- 
tent of the toll road program. 


Attention now must turn to al- 


ternatives of preventing Bonniwell 
and the authority from carrying 
through their plan. 


T h e r e is still hope in the 


General Assembly, where the au- 
thority has filed legislation to raise 
the amount of interest it can pay for 
bonds. It is now five per cent, and if 
that limit is kept, it's unlikely a 
market could be found for bonds for 
a new highway. 


The bondholders on the current 


roads could challenge Bonniwell's 
intent in court, filing suit to prevent 


him from using funds from one road 
to help pay for another. 


The Illinois Supreme Court al- 


ready has been asked by Bonniwell 
for a definition of his authority to 
make the move, and there is hope 
the court might tell him he doesn't 
have the right. 


Failing these, the solution falls to 


Governor Ogilvie, who has yet to 
make clear his sentiments on the 
situation. In the interest of fair 
play, and in recognition of the loyal 
support suburban voters have en- 
trusted in him, Ogilvie should act. 
He could persuade Bonniwell that 
his course is not wise. Or he could 
— as already recommended by a 
special task force studying the au- 
athority — replace Bonniewell as 
chairman.

didn't get any satisfaction. When he fin- 
ished making all the accusations and 
claims, without giving any policeman the 
chance to speak.

stepped forward and cut him down. 


The latter man with the soft voice said: 


"Sir. there Is a newspaperman standing 
right behind you. If you want to tell him 
anything go right ahead." 


The big man just stood there. He talked 


big but when the time came to act he 
failed to make a move. The lieutenant had 
put him in his place. He told him to put 
up or shut up and the man chose the lat- 
ter 


I'm not saying something should be 


done about the police. In fact, I agree 
with Geoff Mehl when he said in a recent 
column that police should be respected 
and given a pat on the back. 


LIKE ANY OTHER job, the average po- 


liceman must take the good with the bad. 
It's not a case of investigating murders 
day after day or breaking up narcotics 
rings. There are menial tasks the police- 
man must perform and he does so without 
a beef. 


When I first came to work as Paddock 


Publication's ace police reporter two 
months ago, I got set for a great chal- 
lenge. My boss said I could win a Pulitzer 
Prize by just solving a murder or crack- 
ing a gambling operation. I assumed the 
affluent suburbs would produce some 
startling crime news. The battle for mon- 
ey, I thought, would have people grabbing 
for each other's throats and even com- 
mitting murder to reach their goals. I 
thought the kids would be disenchanted 


with their parent's wealth and turn to 
drugs, etc., to rid themselves of the ma- 
terialistic world. 


But so far these things haven't hap- 


pened. (I have been assured things will 
pick up when it gets warmer). There have 
been the minor incidents, things that, as I 
said before, are menial tasks for the po- 
liceman. Fender benders are common, 
and family quarrels abundant. 


When a kid loses his bicycle, the police 


are there to help him find it. When a dog 
walks away from home, the police look for 
it. When chickens stray from their roost 
(as one did in Elk Grove) the police are 
on the scene. When a rabbit is injured (as 
one was one weekend in Hoffman Estates) 
the police come to its aid. When a cat 
suffers an injury (as one did recently in 
Arlington Heights) the police are quick to 
comfort. 


WHEN HISTORIANS, who are notorious 


for rating everything, come around to 
judging the burgeoning phenomenon of the 
suburbs they will hopefully (for all our 
sakes) be able to say: "It was a place 
where policemen, citizens and animals all 
were able to live side by side, in harmony, 
a very peaceful coexistence.

An Adjustment — of Sorts

I grew up with a Jewish family in Chi- 


cago. 


My chum during most of the first 12 


years of my life used to bury her face in 
her hands, or her pillow, or against my 
shoulder and cry when our schoolmates 
called her a "kike." 


Her family and hordes of relatives 


watched in glee as, at the age of six, I 
sampled my first breakfast of bagels and 
lox. 


LATER THEY CALLED me the best 


Jew in the family because I could crush a 
wine glass with my glamor-clad foot at a 
wedding, make Friday night borscht or 
skim goose fat for chopped chicken livers, 
and read Yiddish newspapers with the 
best of them. 


When I eventually married info that 


family, there wasn't one of them who 
could launch a youngster into manhood 
with that somber and moving Bar Mitzvah 
folk dance better than me. 


And there wasn't one of them who could 


cry or curse more hopelessly than me af- 
ter getting kicked out of a "restricted" 
hotel or restaurant. 


For two years during World War II, I 


worked under the Red Cross nurse's aide 
program at Cook County Hospital in Chi- 
cago. 


I LIVED WITH three Negro women in a 


nurse's dormitory. Each of my roommates 
was responsible for a minimum of 95 
patients as head nurse of a complete sec- 
tion of the hospital. 


Because of the war and the shortage of 


nurses, their only help was from nurse's 
aides — people like me. 


I was assigned for awhile to the fatal- 


wound division where stabbing and gun- 
shot victims came to die. One day, when 
the head nurse and I were on duty, a 
white man tore up the stairs and fired a 
gun at me. 


He missed and then took another look. 


"Oh, you're not that nigger nurse who's 
trying to keep my woman alive. Where's 
that nigger nurse?" 


Praying she'd stay wherever she was, I 


ran to the emergency phone to call for 
help. Just then that 
"nigger 
nurse" 


rounded the corner of the big corridor and 
a few days later I went to her funeral. 


None of us could cry. Her family, her 


friends and I all went back to the rotten 


house on Chicago's south side and bit our 
lips and wrung our hands but we couldn't 
cry. 


FOR A COUPLE of years I lived in 


Mexico, in a non-English-speaking com- 
munity where I had to learn enough of the 
language 
and 
customs 
or, 
literally, 


starve. 


Some of the nicest memories were the 


steaming tortillas in a basket for break- 
fast every morning, the girls and boys 
flirting unscrupulously at the plaza on Sat- 
urday nights and the "Sunday-best som- 
brero" I later brought home with me. 


The sombrero was given to me by an 


elderly man who was alarmed that I 
should walk from his home to mine, bare- 
headed, in the rain. 


That same man I had seen dozens of 


times looking stoically at his large family 
squatting about the hearth, sniffing 
a 


meager meal. 


It would be like that the rest of their 


lives, though they all toiled 14 hours a day 
at their small plot of red clay running up 
one side of a mountain in the Sierra Mad- 
res. 


ALL THOSE experiences instilled in me 


an odd kind of feeling — like how brave 
people can be when they can't change but 
become fiercely possessive of what they

Joliet Diocese 
Follows Trend 


The official Catholic Directory for 1969, 


published in New York, shows the Diocese 
of Joliet reflecting national trends in the 
Catholic Church. 


Nationwide figures show an increase in 


Catholic population: American Catholics 
now number 23.67 per cent of the total 
population. 


This increase Is also shown in Joliet 


whose Catholic population now numbers 
294.102. up from last year's total of 290,- 
22H 


But this increase is related mostly to a 


shift in population. Infant baptisms are 
down by 630 and adult baptisms decreased 
by 88 in the diocese this past year. 


THERE ARE 114 fewer teaching Sisters 


in the Joliet Diocese. The 1968 directory 
listed 629 Sisters while this year's directo- 
ry lists 515 There are 1,853 fewer students 
in parochial elementary schools this year. 


The number of diocesan priests remains 


constant at 198 while, nationally, there is 
an increase of but one diocesan priest. . 
Religious priests have decreased by 184 


CCD students in the diocese have in- 


creased in both elementary and secondary 
levels 


There are 10.081 high school students at- 


trnding religious instruction classes and 
29.44H grammar school students enrolled 
in CCD classes. 


These totals show an increase ol 190 stu- 


dents in high school and an increase of 
3.335 in grammar school.

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Plate Says Farewell to Conant High 


Conant Principal Martin M. Plate will 


spend his first year away from Dist. 211 
starting September, 1969. 


At this time he will begin his year-long 


sabbatical leave to partake in graduate 
study He does not yet know where he will 
study. 


I hope to take the summer off for the 


first time in many years," said Plate. 


Looking hack. Plate recalled 1941 as the 


starting point in his school career in Dist. 
211. However, the war called him away 
for four years at the close of his first se- 
mester of teaching at Palatine High 
School. 


The math and science departments were 


his prime targets of interest and as the 
school enlarged, Plate became the chair- 
man of both. Slowly he moved into admin- 
istrative chores and in 1961 he became 


principal of Palatine High School. 


A graduate of Palatine in 1936, Plate 


noted that his school years were less for- 
mal than what is found at Conant today. 


"IT TOOK everyone to do everything. 


With a big school, you have to establish 
interest in a different way," he said. His 
graduating class consisted of 45 students. 


Completing his graduate study at Uni- 


versity of Illinois, Plate continued his edu-

cation at Northern Illinois University. 
Since then, he has attended classes at 
Northwestern,

nology and other schools. 


When Conant High opened in the fall of 


1964, Plate was its principal. 


"WHEN WE MOVED in there were no 


telephones, and we moved in on an egg 
crate. We all worked seven days a week, 
and when you work that hard at some- 
thing, you just can't help but value it," 
said Plate. 


Plate praised the students for their ac- 


complishments. "Outsiders are always im- 
pressed with our friendly clean-cut 
group," he said. He added that the school 
has grown educationally as well. This, he 


said, "The students had to do by them- 
selves." 


Praising staff members for their cooper- 


ation, Plate said, "In a large school, one 
person cannot be everything to everybody. 
Credit must go to the staff, of which my 
success is only a measure. If a man 
thinks that he is personally successful, he 
has the focus on the wrong people." 


Behavior has been a major point of 


study in Plate's career, and he views stu- 
dents who go around doing what they 
please as "an outgrowth of a selfish self- 
centered ego. They leave nothing open for 
people to work with and won't meet any- 
one half way. However this is not the vast 


majority of students." 


PLATE WILL return to Conant uat the 


year's end and will receive an adminis- 
trative assignmentm. 


"I like to win ball game trophies,' 'he 


said, "but I wouldn't have one compared 
to having real people. Nothing beats the 
quality of being a real person." 


He said he will miss the students more 


than anything else he will leave behind.

The aim of this party was to make the 


It Is Problem Here

Whether many realize it or not. narcot- 


ic* is a problem in the suburban areas, 
including Arlington Heights. 


"We have a problem just the same as 


other suburbs." according to Richard Rob- 
inson, a detective with the Arlington 
Heights Police Department 


in an interview. Robinson said that nar- 


cotics are most prevalent in the 14 to 21 
age group, and that the drugs range from 
amphetamines and hallucinogens to heroin 
and marijuana. 


Robinson pointed out the seriousness of 


the problem in our area when he said, "If 
>ou take 1W) kid,- from any suburban 
area where family income is somewhat 
higher than Chicago at the most. 11 per 
cent of that thousand are occasional users. 
Besides that 11 per cent, even more out of 
that thousand have tried drugs but have 
walked away from them after the first 
time " This is a staggering statistic in 
that it represents more than 100 out of 
e\ery low teenagers as occasional drug 
users 


.\\RCOTIC S\RE AVAILABLE to any- 


one in the area who knows of a source. 
From this point they are very easy to ob- 
uui according to Robinson 


Although all drugs are present in Arling- 


ton Heights, marijuana is the biggest di- 
lemma confronting the police. One reason 
for this is that teenagers do not think that 
marijuana is addicting They compare pot 
to liquor Teenagers tend to feel that if 
adults can drink, they can smoke pot. But 
as Robinson pointed out. "while mari- 
juana isn't physically addicting, it is men- 
tally addicting. Kids get • kick from mari- 
juana and then move on to higher forms, 
ultimately to heroin." Marijuana is dan- 
gerous he said, because it makes the user 


aggressive. Seven out of ten people who 
smoke marijuana become aggressive, he 
said. 


It should be obvious that there is a defi- 


nite problem with drugs in the Arlington 
Heights area. Although the police feel that 
more stringent laws are needed, they also 
believe that the education of both parents 
and students is necessary. As Robinson 
explained, "we have to let them know that 
drugs are dangerous Teenagers have to 
see what can happen to them." There are 
educational programs available for stu- 
dents on the pros and cons of drug usage, 
he added. 


When everything else fails, arrests have 


to be made and they are being made. The 
Arlington Heights police are beginning to 
experience success in their campaign 
against narcotics in the area. 


A year ago this statement could not 


have been made, Robinson pointed out. 
"The problem isn't increasing. Recently 
we have made a good number of arrests 
with marijuana and LSD." 


The police realize that they can never 


completely abolish narcotics use in the 
area. They do feel, however, as Robinson 
points out, that "by the enforcement mea- 
sures we take we'll have it as much under 
control as we can." 


"We want to drive it away from the 


juvenile and, young adult classes." They 
want to make drugs unavailable on the 
streetcorners and school parking lots. 


Robinson expects to see a reversal in 


trends concerning drug usage by students 
in the near future. As he pointed out, "All 
the big star hippy types are moving back 
toward a clean life A good example is 
Joan Baez. If the leaders are doing this, 
then the kids may be reverting to a clea- 
ner type of life."

Jay Miller, Illinois representative of the 


American Civil Liberties Union, gave a 
speech recently in the Wheeling High 
School Little Theatre titled "Challenge 
and Response." This was in relation to the 
challenge presented to society today and 
to the response that it makes. 


Miller first explained that the job of the 


ACLU is to "defend and extend the con- 
stitutional 
rights 
of 
individuals 
and 


groups." Much of this work is done 
through court cases in action against the 
government. 


Miller cited two areas of challenge im- 


mediately facing society, these being the 
black and student problems. 


"BASICALLY, we are still a racist 


society" 
was the explanation for in- 


adequate education and housing for the 
black population. He also said that we, the 
white people, did not meet the challenge 
in past years when the situation could 
have been avoided. 


Concerning student problems, Miller ex- 


plained that students, college or high 
school, have "very little control over what 
they are being taught and how." He said 
that current high school revolts can be 
traced to the Southern civil rights move- 
ment and that "high school kids learned 
from the college kids" how to get their 
message across. Miller claims that it is

upon were the draft ("a violation of the 
equal protection clause"); the Sirhan trial 
("you must make sure that individual po- 
lice and governments do not have com- 
plete control without review"); the Chi- 
cago Convention disorders (occurred "be- 
cause the city did not permit even legiti- 
mate dissent"); and law and order 
("we're saying that freedom in Vietnam is 
more important than freedom here .. ."). 


Miller ended his speech with the state- 


ment that "the system is always under 
question and should be." 


TWO DAYS BEFORE, the same classes 


saw B. L. Davis of the John Birch Society. 
A movie was shown telling about the life 
of John Birch and the structure of the or- 
ganization. Because of time, the movie 
was cut short to provide a brief period for 
questions. 


Among the questions was one about Dr. 


Martin Luther King (the Birch Society 
claims he was a communist) and civil 
rights/black power (they believe that the 
black people should lift themselves up by 
the bootstraps.)

If you like a challenge, you'll love Che- 


vy Chase Country Club. 


The Wheeling layout, which was built as 


a private club in 1929. is now a semi-pri- 
vate course which boasts plenty of sand 
and water to make the golfer think he's at 
the beach. 


In all there are 66 traps and bunkers 


waiting for errant shots along the 6,541 
yards of fairway. And — if the ball suc- 
ceeds in falling short, flying over or run- 
ning out of the sand — there are three 
miles of coiling creek and three, one-half 
acre lagoons coming into play on 14 of the 
18 holes. 


Then there are the trees that add much 


to the scenery while spelling trouble for 
those who try to avoid the "beach" haz- 
ards. There are approximately 1,300 trees 
In all. according to Chock Reed. Jr., 
grounds superintendent at Chevy Chase. 


Presently. Reed is extending some of 


the tees so that in the future, there will be 
three tee markers with the present teeing 
off area being the championship position. 


When speaking of the holes at Chevy, 


the adjective "tough" gets a workout. 


However, four of the holes must be 


placed in the category of "extremely 
tough " They are No. 4, No. 8, No. 11 and 
No. 18. 


The fourth is a very long par 4 at 463 


yards. Since the prevailing wind is usually 
blowing into the golfer's face on this fair- 
way, even the biggest hitter can have 
trouble in reaching the green in two. 


"It's a double bogey hole." Reed stated 


bluntly. 


Ranking a close second in toughness on 


the frontside is the eighth — a par 4. 41B- 
yarder. Adjacent to the left side of the 
fairway is out of bounds. And protecting 
the hole on the right are trees and bunk- 
ers with traps guarding a small green. 
Should the golfer over-club his approach 
he may find his ball in the tree-lined ditch 
just 20 yards behind the green. 


Then, should the linkster feel brave 
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enough to attempt it, there are nine char- 
acter-building holes on the backside — two 
of which are exceptionally beautiful but 
deadly par Ss. 


The first you mutt contend with is the 


llth. Making this 10 difficult is the 
dreaded creek. It tikes across the fairway 
from left to right about 290 yards out. but 
don't let the distance f*ol you. Although 
your drive won't be affected unless you're 
a "Jack Nlcklaus hitter." your second, 
third and possibly your fourth might!

The reason for this is that the remaining 


188 yards is chaperoned on the right by 
the creek all the way to the green, which 
lies just five hair-raising yards from the 
brook. If you fade your shots, beware! 


Perhaps the toughest of them all is the 


longest hole on the course — the 565 fin- 
ishing hole. 


This distance, just like all of the other 


hole measurements, is exact to the one- 
hundredth of a foot and this accuracy is 
something which the management takes 
great pride in, according to Reed. 


The 18th is a double dogleg to the left 


that is dotted with eight gaping sand haz- 
ards and, naturally, the creek. 


Two of the bunkers lie just about 220 


yards off the tee on either side of the fair- 
way with the watery golf ball grave flow- 
ing across the fairway at the 290-yard 
mark. 


Then, 40 yards further and to the right 


is another trap with its opposite 110 yards 
out from the creek on the left. Should 
these difficulties be mastered, the second 
largest green on the course awaits a mas- 
terful golf shot that must be long enough 
to clear the four traps in the front. But if 
the golfer hits the ball too strongly, he 
might find the out of bounds just 20 yards 
behind the green. 


Behind that lies the massive, mansion- 


like club house which is a quarter of a 
mile long from end to end. 


L'pon entering the stately structure, 


you'll probably run Into Bill Johnson, gen- 
eral manager of Chevy Chase. 


The affable head man of the course, 


who admits his job entails "doing just 
about everything," explained that his 
course has all the golfing or or banquet- 
minded person desires. 


"We have five banquet rooms ranging 


from a seating capacity of 900 (the Main 
Ball Room) to 100 (the Wayside Room or 
Golfers' Grill)," Johnson explained. 


These rooms can handle everything 


from private parties and banquets to wed- 
dings and proms. 


Besides the championship 18 holes, the 


course offers a free practice driving 
range, chipping green and putting green 
which takes up 10,000 square feet. 


For the IMrd straight year, Chevy 


Chase will be the sight of the Northern 
Illinois Men's Amateur Golf Association 
Tournament or the N.I.M.G.A. The best 
amateurs in the state will converge on the 
Wheeling layout June 20-23. 


Chevy Chase — which is the home 


course for Wheeling, Niles East and Niles 
West high schools — also hosts the Chevy 
Chase Invitational Golf Tournament each 
spring featuring some of the top prep 
teams in the state. 


These are the rates for this challenging 


par 72 course: 


Saturdays, Sundays and holidays — $6 


until l p.m., $5 until 3 p.m. and $3.50 after 
that. 


Weekdays - $4.50 until 4 p.m. and then

'It's Just Unbelievable' 
Says Champion Mark Visk

More than 10,000 fans at Zuppke Field 


were impressed with Mark Visk and his 
record-shattering two-mile run at the Illi- 
nois state track meet Saturday. 


Thousands more were impressed as the 


news spread throughout the state that 
Mark Visk of Palatine had set a new 
record in the two-mile run. 


Yes, thousands were impressed and 


amazed. 


The news reached the Visk household 


in Palatine and the family, well, most of 
the family, was impressed . . . except 
Mark's youngest sister who is five years 
old. When told that her brother had won 
the state meet, she said, "I know H. 
Marky always wins," and then she went 
about what she was doing. 


Mark Visk. His name was on the lips of 


the usual large crowd at Champaign Sat- 
urday. He ran the two-mile race in 9:06.1

and it broke the old record which was 
held by Rich Elliot of Proviso West who 
ran it in 9:08.6. 


"I can't describe my feelings about it,'1 


Mark said. "It's just too unbelievable." 


The road to that "unbelievable" per- 


formance goes back four years to Visk's 
freshman year. 


"I wanted to go out for the basketball 


team." he said, "so I figured I could get 
in shape by running cross country. I went 
out for basketball and I guess I was about 
the seventh man. 


"The next year Coach Johnson told me I 


ought to stay out for track because I did 
pretty well my freshman year. I've stayed 
with track ever since." 


Joe Johnson, Palatine's highly suc- 


cessful track coach, looks back on the 
days when Visk was a freshman by say- 
ing, "I saw that he had some natural 
talent. Not that natural talent of a 
sprinter but he had some talent. 
"Mark is a tremei.dous runner and he is 


also a tremendous person. He has a lot of 
desire and works hard. He was the team 
captain in cross country and track in his 
junior and senior years and that was the 
first time a boy was captain for two years 
at Palatine. He's a good influence on the 
younger boys and he is a good leader." 


Visk and Johnson and many track fans 


know that Mark's efforts came to a peak 
at the state meet. But Visk and Johnson 
and very few track fans realize that there 
were a few valleys along with the crests 
in Mark's career. 


Visk had pneumonia during his junior 


year but managed to make a comeback at 
the state meet with a fifth place showing. 


He started the 1968 cross country season 


in fine form and qualified for the state 
cross country meet. A muscle adhesion in 
his diaphram though forced Mark to drop 
out of the state cross country meet after a 
mile in the 2.75 mile race. 


"The week before the state (track) 


meet," Mark reflected, "it (the dia- 
phragm) started to bother me again. I 
think it was damaged when I had pemi- 
monia. The whole week before the state 
meet it bothered me but when I got 
down state it didn't bother me there." 
Visk and Johnson plotted out a racing 


plan for the state meet and Visk followed 
it to the final minute detail. 


"I wanted to stay near the front the 


first three laps and make sure I didn't get 
boxed in," Visk said. "To make sure I 
didn't get boxed I ran in the second lane 
for three laps. 


"I wanted to be right behind the leader 


on the fourth lap and stay right on his 
heels until the sixth lap. Then when we 
came down the backstretch on the seventh 
lap I wanted to make my move against 
the wind because I usually don't have any 
trouble with the wind. 


"I wanted to have the lead by the time 


we got to the last turn of the seventh lap 
and hoped I could hold on the rest of the 
way. 


"I guess it worked out just the way I 


wanted it to." Mark added, 
"because 


that's the way it turned out. 


"On the last lap I kept expecting 


someone to catch up to me. That's why 
I never looked back or eased up. I was 
running scared." 
Perhaps the reason why Visk did break 


the record was because he was running 
"scared." Visk's time for the last 880 
yards was 2:06 and he covered the last 440 
yards in 1:02. 


"When I saw the finish line coming up. 


it was unbelievable," Visk recalled. "You 
couldn't believe how happy I was. 


"Well, then one of the timers came up 


to me and said that I had broken the state 
record and I had a time around 9:06. 
That's when I really went into a daze." 


. Mark 


After 
four years 
of trying, Mark 


reached his goal — to win a state cham- 
pionship. With the state record, he came 
upon something he had not expected. 


Mark's goals. like those of every cham- 


pion, have now changed. "My goal now." 
he said, "is to run a four-minute mile and 
a nine-minute two-mile." 


Visk may get a chance at the nine- 


minute two-mile because he will meet 
class competition in the Golden Midwest 
Invitational at York and he may get a 
shot at running the Golden West In- 
vitational in Sacramento, Calif. The 
Golden West Invitational will have en- 
tered the top high school trackmen in 
each event. 
"There's a guy in Oregon who has an 


8:41," Mark said. "I figure that if I can 
stay with him for a while that I can break 
nine minutes." 


Visk's goal to break four minutes in th3 


mile may not happen until he starts his 
college track career. The University of 
Missouri will be the school which will 
have Visk's services the next four years. 


Mark will probably major in liberal arts 


at Missouri which he calls, "a beautif'il 
school with great coaches." 


It is hard to imagine that Mark Visk 


will not reach his newly established 
goals. In his first cross country meet he 
finished 27th. Four years later he be- 
came 
Illinois' state champion and 


record bolder. 
And when the day comes that Mark 


Visk runs the mile in four minutes, many 
track fans and coaches will be impressed 
and amazed. 


Heck, maybe Mark's little sister will be 


amazed, too.

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Behind the Trees, Kids

Last summer children from the Inner 


city were thrust Into a suburban school 
svMrm 
when Maryvllle Academy, a 


home for dependent, neglected children 
located In eastern Prospect H e i g h t s 
— caught In an rronomlc bind — sent 
:IIHI youngsters Into the River Trails 
Disl. 2« elementary schools. Now Dist. 
:'H faces a problem familiar to major 
ritv school sy«trms all over the country: 
How to give a suburban middlc-class 
education to underprivileged children? 
In this second of a four-part series (the 
first part was published Monday). Mar- 
sha llefferun describes how the commu- 
nity has reacted to the Maryvllle young- 
sters In Its schools. 
People are beginning to see the children 


for the trees. 


For many years most residents in River 


Trails Dist. 2H were aware there was a 
home for dependent children behind the 
large oak trees shading the lawn of Mary- 
ville Academy at Central and River roads. 


However few knew or cared much about 


it until last summer when they learned 
Maryville couldn't afford to operate its 
elementary school. 


This made the education of 300 students 


the responsibility of Dist. 2B 


Last September 125 children from the 


Academy 
wen', out 
into the district's 


schools, and 
IT.i children remained at 


Maryville in classrooms leased by the dis- 
trict This facility is called the River Road 
School 


CONSIDF.RIM; THE LACK of time the 


district had to prepare for the project, 
things have gone surprisingly well. The 
Maryville children who go "out" to school 
*eem to like the change — only a few 
have asked if they could return to their 


• old" school. Their requests have been de- 
nied 


Most of the children who go "out" to 


school feel that they are pretty well re- 
ceived 
f>y other students in the district. 


They also like the change in routine it of- 
fers them, giving them a life away from 


the institutionalized world in which they 
live. 


According to Tom Jouch, counseling di- 


rector at Maryville, this is a big factor in 
the development of their personal growth. 
He feels that the children benefit from 
their contact with other children in the 
area, and that the district as a whole will 
benefit from having Maryville children in 
the public schools. He looks forward to 
expanded community cooperation between 
Maryville and the residents in the district. 


High school students from the academy 


began going "out" to school three years 
ago. 
Most /of these children attend Maine 


West, Sacred Heart of Mary, and Notre 
Dame high schools. Maryville pays full 
tuition to the Catholic high schools for 
their students. 


"NOW 
THE BLACK KIDS won't grow 


up thinking they are 'dumb Polacks.' re- 
marked a Negro youth who returned to 
visit the home after he graduated from its 
high school. Having lived most of his life 
at Maryville, he was unprepared for the 
racial discrimination he found in the 
world outside the institution. 


There is little if any feeling of race dis- 


crimination among the children at Mary- 
ville. They live, sleep, eat, and work to- 
gether — and are accepted or rejected by 
the group according to their own merit. 


The students who remain at the River 


Road School are not anxious to move into 
other facilities in the district. Most of 
them were kept at Maryville because they 
presented 
adjustment 
problems 
of an 


educational or emotional nature. Some are 
several years behind their normal grade 
level, and others do not have the self-con- 
trol necessary for regular class room 
placement. 


For them, the River Road School offers 


the protection of the institution. It is 
something that is known and therefore it 
is safe. 


Many children are not aware it is a pub- 


lic school. When asked if they like the 
River Road School, some reply that they 
have never been there; they go to the 
"Maryville School." 


Rscejj break. 


However, the district cannot use the fa- 


cilities at Maryville indefinitely. 
The 


classrooms at the home were built in 1909, 
and it is doubtful they would meet the 
state's Ufe Safety Code. 


To the other children who live in the 


district, the 125 "Maryville kids" in then- 
schools haven't made any big impression. 


"In most cases 'Maryville kids' hang to- 


gether when possible, but this pattern has 
modified during the year," reported a 
lunch room supervisor. 


Since the "Maryville kids" are bused to 


school, it is practical that they stay for 
lunch. Last fall Monsignor Halpin, super- 
intendent of Maryville asked if most stu- 
dents in the district bring their lunchs or 
buy them through the district's hot lunch 
program. 


He was told that most students buy their 


lunch; therefore the children from Mary- 
ville buy their lunch every day to conform 
to the "norm." This "norm" would prob- 
ably shoot holes in the budgets of most 
families in the area, because most chil- 
dren alternate bringing lunch, eating at 
home, and buying their meal at school. 


A SPECIAL EFFORT has been made to 


see that the Maryville children's clothing 
is on a par with that worn by most chil- 
dren throughout the district, but since ev- 
ery day is wash day at the home, only 
their classmates come on Monday morn- 
ing with mismatched sox. 


Thus, in small ways, the Maryville chil- 


dren have been set apart from the norm 
of the district by trying to conform with 
it. 


The children seem to "get along" well 


at all schools in the district. Some princi- 
pals claim that they have made friends 
with the other children. If this is the case, 
they are friends that seldom, if ever, see 
the inside of each other's homes and that 
don't play together after school. 


Many parents claim their children have 


made friends from Maryville, but few 
know these children's names. Some par- 
ents plan on having "Maryville kids" visit 
but "haven't gotten to it." 


There is little hostility directed towards 


the children presently in the regular dis- 
trict schools. It isn't popular to be called a 
bigot, and few of the parents who express 
reservations about the project mentioned 
the racial make-up of the oome. 


Some of the fears parents express are: 


"Will curriculum be watered down to ac- 
comodate slow learners? Will my child be 
held back by others? Will teachers still 
have as much time for 'the rest of the 
class'?" 


A minority are more direct. "How do I 


know they don't have worms?" 


"What are my kids going to learn from 


them, after all some of their mothers 
worked right at home, if you know what I 
mean?" 


"I didn't buy a home in the suburbs so 


my kids could go to school with depend- 
ent, 
neglected children." 


But the majority of the parents have 


taken a "wait and see" attitude They feel 
the project has worked well so far and 
their only concern is that one school will 
be singled out to receive the 175 children 
who are now at the River Road School. 


THE PTA'S IN THE DISTRICT have 


made an effort to provide the children at 
the River Road School with the Christmas 
and Valentine's Day parties given in all 
the other schools. 


Area women, some of them substitute 


teachers, who have done a stint at the 
River Road School, decided inexpensive 
curtains would be an improvement at the 
school. The plan was to buy the yard 
goods by the bolt, and the women would 
put in simple headings and hems. The 
project lagged, and three months later the 
curtains were completed with the help of 
local E-Hart Girls. 


If they think about the children who live 


at Maryville Academy, most people in 
Dist. 26 see them in terms of a group: the 
six children in their son's room, the 47 in 
"their" school, the 125 bused out to 
schools in the district, or the 300 ele- 
mentary students who make their home at 
the institution. Few know, or care to 
know, the children as individuals. 


They have only begun to see them.

If there's something bothering you about

If you're trying to make a 
room look larger, place the mirror on the 
wall adjoining the window wall. 


—TO LENGTHEN a small, boxy room, 


place a mirror at its far end. 


—Widen narrow rooms by mirroring op- 


posite walls from floor to ceiling. 


—Never mirror opposite a blank wall. It 


only compounds the dullness. 


—Place a mirror across from a window 


with an especially attractive view. In this 
way, you make the outdoors an indoor 
decorating element. 


—In the kitchen, mirror the splashboard 


area behind the stove or sink, especially a 
sink which does not face a window. 


—Small entranceways take on spacious- 


ness by mirroring—and permit guests to 
make a quick check of grooming, too. 


—To lighten a dark hallway, place a 


mirror next to the doorway. 


—Keep framed mirrors in proportion to 


the furnishing they are used with. Don't 
let them dwarf or be dwarfed by other 
room accessories.

From the Isle of Man off the coast of 


England comes an unusual recipe fur Tea 
Scones. 


Inhabitants of the Isle, which is a popu- 


lar resort for the British, call themselves 
Manx and they serve these scones at tea 
time or for breakfast. 


Mrs. Joseph Nikoden of Inverness has a 


recipe for these scones that was handed 
down from her grandmother who grew up 
on the Isle of Man. She immigrated to 
Canada as a young woman, bringing her 


^ 
favorite recipes with her. 


"My grandmother's ancestry was part 


Manx and part Scotch, but these scones 
are definitely Manx," Peggy Nikoden ex- 
plained. 


"The Scotch and Irish scones are baked 


on a griddle, while the Manx are baked in 
the oven in cake tins." 


THAT THE RECIPE IS really old can 


be evidenced by the ingredients which call 
for butter the size of an egg and vegetable 
shortening the size of a walnut, 


These are creamed with sugar; eggs are 


added, then the dry ingredients and milk. 


"Lemon extract gives these scones their 


distinctive flavor," Peggy remarked, "and 
raisins or currants are also included in 
the batter." 


Baked 
in 
two 
layer 
pans, 
Peggy 


sprinkles them with powdered sugar and 
cuts them in wedges. The scones have a 
cake-like texture and are delicious served 
warm with butter. 


"They freeze well and are ideal far teas, 


breakfast or brunch." she said. 


One of this good cook's specialties for 


dinner parties is elegant Chicken Kiev. 


SHE USES DEBONED chicken breasts 


that have the skin removed and pounds 
them with a wooden mallet to flatten them 
into cutlet* 


Sprinkled with chopped green pepper 


and parsley, each cutlet is rolled up with 
a thin stick of butter enclosed. 


Coated with 
flour, eggs and bread 


crumbs, the chicken rolls are chilled until 
cooking time. 


"The only trouble with this recipe is 


that the chicken cannot be fried until the 
last minute." Peggy commented 


However, it only takes about five min- 


utes to fry them in deep hot fat until they 
are golden brown.

LIVESTOCK PRICES advanced again. 


Cattle and hogs average one cent more to 
packers. That brings beef on the hoof 
nearly 6'4 cents over a year-ago this time 
and porkers more than 4 cents higher. 


Wholesale costs are up. This past week 


alone beef is costing retailers from 3'4 to 
4' i cents more per pound. Pork loins 
jumped from 7-3 4 to 8>4 cents more com- 
pared to a week ago. 


Fryers moved ahead another penny a 


pound. Some promotion is scheduled at re- 
tail 31 to 33 cents: general price tags for 
similar quality will be pegged 43 to 45 
cents in other stores. 


Eggs may be the protein bargain. Retai- 


ler costs are 1 cent to 3 cents higher this 
week, but earlier cost drops of from 6 to 
10 cents ease the pressure. Grade A large 
eggs are quoted 39 to 43 cents.

concept of form as she created the geo- 
metric landscape included in the display. 


Craypa is another medium with which 


some of the Guild members have ex- 
perimented. Rosemary Concotelli has a 
scene of jousting knights in this oil crayon 
medium. The visitor to the exhibit will be 
interested in comparing this texture to 
that of Craypa washed with turpentine as 
seen in "Cloaked Woman" by Mrs. 
McGowan. 


"It is a challenge to the artist to explore 


the possibilities of various techniques," 
this artisd said. "The turpentine wash 
with the oil crayon results in a water col- 
or quality," she said. 


ANOTHER TECHNIQUE is illustrated 


by Hilda Walker of Elgin whose miniature 
geometric abstract incorporates blocks of 
background color done in crayon over 
which black India ink is applied to cover 
the entire illustration board. The design is 
then literally scratched by removing the 
ink with a sharp pointed instrument so 
that the color shows through. This is a 
"scratchboard" technique with the added 
component of color. It can also be done in 
black over white with the black removed 
by dry-pen scratching to show the white 
beneath.

movement. 


Pearson in his column last week said 


there is "concrete evidence that Otepka 
has been extremely close to the U.S. neo- 
N'axi movement." 


STEWART SAID Otepka has "no Nazi 


friends." 


A charge by Pearson that the Liberty 


Lobby was one of Otepka's strongest back- 
ers was also refuted by Stewart. 


A former resident of Wood Dale and an 


advertising manager for an Addison firm, 
Stewart said he was the principal backer 
of Otepka. 


Through the American Defense Fund, 


which consists of Stewart, his wife, and 
two 
children, $22.000 
was 
raised 
for 


Otepka's legal fees. Another $5.000 was 
raised 
through other sources, Stewart 


said. 


Stewart has spoken in behalf of Otepka, 


including one private engagement before a 
large audience in March. 1965, held at the 
Flick-Reedy Corp. near Bensenville. 


Stewart also spoke at a rally in Boston 


in 19C8, which the Washington Star said 
was an annual event organized by the 
Birch Society. Otepka was in attendance, 
the Star said. 


STEWART SAID he was a speaker but 


that the rally was a patriotic affair at- 
tended by many persons, the majority of 
which were not affiliated with the Birch 
Society. 


He said the rally was organized by two 


police officers. 


In previous interviews, Stewart has said 


he has no link with the Birch Society and 
other right-wing groups. However, he has 


said that he used conservative publica- 
tions to gain support for Otepka. 


They do their homework and know what 


the problems are in the State Department, 
Stewart has said. 


The State Department is where 
the 


Otepka case developed following a 1960 
confrontation 
between 
Otepka, Sec. of 


State Dean Rusk and then Atty. General 
Robert Kennedy. 


As chief evaluator for the state Depart- 


ment. Otepka refused to ease security re- 
quirements for some appointees then un- 
der consideration by President-elect John 
Kennedy. 


OTEPKA LATER was demoted, fired, 


and then severely reprimanded by Rusk 
for providing confidential information to a 
Congressional subcommittee investigating 
lax security operations. 


Otepka's willingness to testify before the 


committee remains a key issue in the 


case, largely because he did it in violation 
of a presidential directive forbidding fed- 
eral employes from testifying without per- 
mission from their superiors. 


Otepka's last five years have been spent 


attempting to get his job back. Rusk in 
1967 did set aside his decision to fire 
Otepka but severely reprimanded him and 
reduced him in grade. 


P r e s i d e n t Nixon, however, offered 


Otepka a $36,000-a-year job on the SACB. 


THE SENATE Judiciary committee last 


week approved the nomination in closed 
session, 10-3, with Sen. Kennedy, and Sen- 
ators Philip A. Hart (D-Mich.) and Joseph 
Tydings (D-Md.) casting "no" votes. 


Sen. Everett Dirksen was among those 


who voted in favor of the nomination. 


Kennedy said he would continue his op- 


position to Otepka when the nomination 
reaches the Senate floor in two or three 
weeks.

Otepka Has 'No Nazi Friends'—Stewart

James M. Stewart of Palatine, a sup- 


porter of Otto F Otepka, recently took 
some pokes at two nationally known fig- 
ures — Sen. Edward Kennedy (D-Mass.) 
and syndicated columnist Drew Pearson. 


"The Kennedy clan in my opinion is 


aligned with the left and has been for 
many years," said Stewart. "Edward is 
running true to form." 


Stewart said that Pearson "has 
just 


proved once more that he's always on the 
wrong side of the fence." 


Both Kennedy and Pearson have openly 


come out against the nomination of Otto 
F Otepka to a position on the Subversive 
Activities Control Board (SACB). 


STEWART HAS played a key role in the 


raising of $27,000 to pay for legal expenses 
Otepka has incurred over a five-year peri- 
od. 


Stewart is disturbed, but not surprised, 


that Kennedy and Pearson have attempted 
to connect Otepka, a former State Depart- 
ment security officer, with the John Birch 
Society and the Liberty Lobby, which 
Pearson called a front for the neo-Nazi 
movement. 


Pearson in his column last week said 


there is "concrete evidence that Otepka 
has been extremely close to the U.S. neo- 
Nazi movement" 


STEWART SAID Otepka has "no Nazi 


friends." 


A charge by Pearson that the Liberty 


Lobby was one of Otepka's strongest back- 
ers was also refuted by Stewart. 


A former resident of Wood Dale and an 


advertising manager for an Addison firm, 
Stewart said he was the principal backer 
of Otepka. 


Through the American Defense Fund, 


which consists of Stewart, his wife, and 
two children, $22,000 was raised for 


Otepka's legal fees. Another $5,000 was 
raised through other sources, Stewart 
said. 


Stewart has spoken in behalf of Otepka, 


including one private engagement before a 
large audience in March, 1965, held at the 
Flick-Reedy Corp. near Bensenville. 


Stewart also spoke at a rally in Boston 


in 1968, which the Washington Star said 
was an annual event organized by the 
Birch Society. Otepka was in attendance, 
the Star said. 


STEWART SAID he was a speaker but 


that the rally was a patriotic affair at- 
tended by many persons, the majority of 
which were not affiliated with the Birch 
Society. 


He said the rally was organized by two 


police officers. 


In previous interviews, Stewart has said 


he has no link with the Birch Society and 
other right-wing groups. However, he has 


said that he used conservative publica- 
tions to gain support for Otepka. 


They do their homework and know what 


the problems are in the State Department, 
Stewart has said. 


The State Department is where the 


Otepka case developed following a 1960 
confrontation between Otepka, Sec. of 
State Dean Rusk and then Atty. General 
Robert Kennedy. 


As chief evaluator for the state Depart- 


ment, Otepka refused to ease security re- 
quirements for some appointees then un- 
der consideration by President-elect John 
Kennedy. 


OTEPKA LATER was demoted, fired, 


and then severely reprimanded by Rusk 
for providing confidential information to a 
Congressional subcommittee investigating 
lax security operations. 


Otepka's willingness to testify before the 


committee remains a key issue in the 


case, largely because he did it in violation 
of a presidential directive forbidding fed- 
eral employes from testifying without per- 
mission from their superiors. 


Otepka's last five years have been spent 


attempting to get his job back. Rusk in 
1967 
did set aside his decision to fire 


Otepka but severely reprimanded him and 
reduced him in grade. 


P r e s i d e n t Nixon, however, offered 


Otepka a $36,000-a-year job on the SACB. 


THE SENATE Judiciary committee last 


week approved the nomination in closed 
session, 10-3, with Sen. Kennedy, and Sen- 
ators Philip A. Hart (D-Mich.) and Joseph 
Tydings (D-Md.) casting "no" votes. 


Sen. Everett Dirksen was among those 


who voted in favor of the nomination. 


Kennedy said he would continue his op- 


position to Otepka when the nomination 
reaches the Senate floor in two or three 
weeks.

An underground lirjuid gasoline- leak at 


Roselle and Irving Park roads was dis- 
covered Monday morning by Illinois Bell 
Co workmen. The source had not yet been 
found Tuesday afternoon. 


Several inches of raw gasoline floated 


on water in underground pipes for several 
blocks in all dirortions from the inter- 
section. Gasoline was found as far north 
of the intersection a> Thorndale Road 


Downtown traffic was rerouted and busi- 


nesses were without customers for most of 
the day Monday as gasoline was pumped 
out of sewers and disposed of at the Ajax 
gravel pit m Bloomingdale 


GASOLINE RESIDUE will remain a 


while in the pipes, officials said, and could 
be dangerous unless flushed away with 
chemicals. This will be done in the near 
future, after the source of the leak has 
been found and repaired. 


Monday night, according to Jerry Bot- 


terman, superintendent of public works, 
the pipes were filled with water to help 
eliminate the danger of explosive fumes, 


He said earlier, as the liquid gasoline is 


pumped out, it increases the danger of ex- 
plosion from fumes 


Soon after the situation wa.s reported, oil 


company representatives 
from Sinclair, 


Standard, Philips 66 and Pabich Motors 
inspected their tanks. 


Liquid gasoline was pumped out of the 


underground pipes 
by a sewage and 


sludge removal firm from Chicago. 


Several trips were made to the Ajax 


gravel 
pit, 
where 
the gasoline was 


FRANKS SAID he believes jets can be 


better controlled so they avoid populated 
communities where they disturb residents 
by flying at low altitudes. "We're not say- 
ing, they should stop flights, but we're ask- 
ing what can be done under the condi- 
tions." 


Franks said that if jets would climb as 


rapidly as possible on takeoff for one 
more minute before turning off they would 
bother fewer residents. "If they went to 
2,000 feet, there would not be noise." 


Franks, who is president of B-Z Screw, 


Inc., Franklin Park, said he has seen jets 
so low "I can hit them with a sling-shot. 


I'm almost serious about that." he said. 


In a more serious tone, Franks said 


noise has been reduced considerably in 
the north DuPage County area since the 
east-west runway at the south end of 
O'Hare was closed April 28. 


The 10,000-foot runway will be closed for 


105 days for improvements, which include 
a new taxiway, a tunnel underneath the 
runway and new runway turnoffs. 


Franks said improvements to the run- 


way would facilitate its use by more jets. 
The tunnel under the runway will provide 
access to a proposed cargo area at th<? 
south end of the field.

Frank Sorce of Itasca and extended his 
deadline to correct conditions or move mi- 
grant workers from sub-standard housing 
on Devon Avenue north of Itasca. 


Sorce told health officials he was in pur- 


chase negotiations for homes just north of 
the Illinois-Wisconsin border to house mi- 
grant workers for his landscaping busi- 
ness. 


Workers have been living in a shack and 


several trailers in North DuPage. 


Sorce has until about June 18 to move 


migrants out of the shack located on about 
five acres halfway between Illinois 53 and

THK KOSELLE Fire Department was 


kept ready all day Monday with a pumper 
and foaming device to covei any fire or 
explosion within seconds.

comment for several weeks. The only 
number listed with the phone company is 
a business phone. Of nearly 20 calls by the 
Register, it was answered only once. The 
call was never returned. 


Tarry said the health department usual- 


ly seeks a court injunction to force com 
pliance with the law. 


In this case, he said, the departmen 


may also seek a cumulative fine of $6,000 
in addition to the injunction. 


The fine would be $200 a day for SO da>s 


for allowing people to live in conditions 
deemed unsanitary by health 
officials. 


Tarry said. 


The violations are basically lack of run- 


ning water and no indoor sanitary facil- 
ities, be said. These could be corrected to 
meet health standards. 


The health department held a depart- 


ment wide meeting last Friday with Jol n 
McFarland, county zoning official working 
on the Sorce case, to determine policj in 
this matter. 


TARRY SAID the department decided u 


wouldn't do any good to chase migrant 
workers from place to place in the coun y 
or to force them into Cook County.

grants be paid higher wages to allow them 
to buy or rent their own housing.

James M. Stewart of Palatine, a sup- 


porter of Otto F. Otepka, recently took 
some pokes at two nationally known fig- 
ures — Sen. Edward Kennedy (D-Mass.) 
and syndicated columnist Drew Pearson. 


"The Kennedy clan in my opinion is 


aligned with the left and has been for 
many years," said Stewart. "Edward is 
running true to form." 


Stewart said that Pearson "has just 


proved once more that he's always on the 
wrong side of the fence." 


Both Kennedy and Pearson have openly 


come out against the nomination of Otto 
F Otepka to a position on the Subversive 
Activities Control Board (SACB) 


STEWART HAS played a key role in the 


raising of $27.000 to pay for legal expenses 
Otepka has incurred over a five-year peri- 
od. 


Stewart is disturbed, but not surprised, 


that Kennedy and Pearson have attempted 
to connect Otepka, a former State Depart- 
ment security officer, with the John Birch 
Society and the Liberty Lobby, which 
Pearson called a front for the neo-Nazi 
movement. 


Pearson in his column last week said 


there is "concrete evidence that Otepka 
has been extremely close to the U.S. neo- 
Nazi movement." 


STEWART SAID Otepka has "no Nazi 


friends." 


A charge by Pearson that the Liberty 


Lobby was one of Otepka's strongest back- 
ers was also refuted by Stewart. 


A former resident of Wood Dale and an 


advertising manager for an Addison firm, 
Stewart said he was the principal backer 
of Otepka. 


Through the American Defense Fund, 


which consists of Stewart, his wife, and 
two children, $22,000 was 
raised 
for 


Otepka's legal fees. Another $5,000 was 
raised through other sources, Stewart 
said. 


Stewart has spoken in behalf of Otepka, 


including one private engagement before a 
large audience in March, 1965, held at the 
Flick-Reedy Corp. near Bensenville. 


Stewart also spoke at a rally in Boston 


in 1968, which the Washington Star said 
was an annual event organized by the 
Birch Society. Otepka was in attendance, 
the Star said. 


STEWART SAID he was a speaker but 


that the rally was a patriotic affair at- 
tended by many persons, the majority of 
which were not affiliated with the Birch 
Society. 


He said the rally was organized by two 


police officers. 


In previous interviews, Stewart has said 


he has no link with the Birch Society and 
other right-wing groups. However, he has 


said that he used conservative publica- 
tions to gain support for Otepka. 


They do their homework and know what 


the problems are in the State Department, 
Stewart has said. 


The State Department is where 
the 


Otepka case developed following a 1960 
confrontation between Otepka, Sec. of 
State Dean Rusk and then Atty. General 
Robert Kennedy. 


As chief evaluator for the state Depart- 


ment, Otepka refused to ease security re- 
quirements for some appointees then un- 
der consideration by President-elect John 
Kennedy. 


OTEPKA LATER was demoted, fired, 


and then severely reprimanded by Rusk 
for providing confidential information to a 
Congressional subcommittee investigating 
lax security operations. 


Otepka's willingness to testify before the 


committee remains a key issue in the 


case, largely because he did it in violation 
of a presidential directive forbidding fed- 
eral employes from testifying without per- 
mission from their superiors. 


Otepka's last five years have been spent 


attempting to get his job back. Rusk in 
1967 did set aside his decision to fire 
Otepka but severely reprimanded him and 
reduced him in grade. 


P r e s i d e n t Nixon, however, offered 


Otepka a $36.000-a-year job on the SACB. 


'•'HE SENATE Judiciary committee last 


week approved the nomination in closed 
session, 10-3, with Sen. Kennedy, and Sen- 
ators Philip A. Hart (D-Micn.) and Joseph 
Tydings (D-Md.) casting "no" votes. 


Sen. Everett Dirksen was among those 


who voted in favor of the nomination. 


Kennedy said he would continue his op- 


position to Otepka when the nomination 
reaches the Senate floor in two or three 
weeks.

Tumminaro won first place for their de- 
velopment of an original acid. 


The boys have been working on the proj- 


ect since October when they discovered 
that certain properties of 
hydrochloric 


acid could be isolated and controlled. 


THIS LED THEM to search for other 


acid components until they developed the 
acid-producing technique. 


Tom Maurice, another eighth grader, 


won first place for his work with mirrors 
and optics. Tom ground and formed a 
mirror, then polished it until the surface 
was perfectly shaped. 


Much of the project consisted of figuring 


the angle at which light rays reflected off 
the mirror. 


A second-place award went to seventh 


grader Frank Dwyer for his study of the 
effects of overpopulation on a school of 
guppies. 


Frank worked with several sets of gup- 


pies in the experiment, using one normal- 
ly populated school of fish as a control 
device. 


RICHARD CZWEREIN, science teacher 


who supervised the boys' work, said he 
was "very pleased and not surprised" that 
the four young scientists did so well in the 
state competition. 


Czweriein said the boys worked many 


hours including Saturdays on the projects. 


BEFORE GOING to Champaign, the 


boys had qualified at the Joliet Diocese 
Science Fair and the district, contest 
which included contestants from DuPage 
and Cook Counties. 


Of the contest in Champaign, one of the 


boys said he was "very nervous" and the 
others seemed to agree. 


Tom said the judges asked questions 


while they examined the project and this, 
especially, made him nervous. 


All four boys take science very seriously 


and are planning careers in quite sophis-

James M. Stewart of Palatine, a sup- 


porter of Otto F, Otepka, recently took 
some pokes at two nationally known fig- 
ures — Sen. Edward Kennedy (D-Mass.) 
and syndicated columnist Drew Pearson. 


"The Kennedy clan in my opinion is 


aligned with the left and has been for 
many years," said Stewart. "Edward is 
running true to form." 


Stewart said that Pearson "has just 


proved once more that he's always on the 
wrong side of the fence." 


Both Kennedy and Pearson have openly 


come out against the nomination of Otto 
F. Otepka to a position on the Subversive 
Activities Control Board (SACB). 


STEWART HAS played a key role in the 


raising of $27,000 to pay for legal expenses 
Otepka has incurred over a five-year peri- 
od. 


Stewart is disturbed, but not surprised, 


that Kennedy and Pearson have attempted 
to connect Otepka, a former State Depart- 
ment security officer, with the John Birch 
Society and the Liberty Lobby, which 
Pearson called a front for the neo-Nazi 
movement. 


Pearson in his column last week said 


there is "concrete evidence that Otepka 
has been extremely close to the U.S. neo- 
Nazi movement." 


STEWART SAID Otepka has "no Nazi 


friends." 


A charge by Pearson that the Liberty 


Lobby was one of Otepka's strongest back- 
ers was also refuted by Stewart. 


A former resident of Wood Dale and an 


advertising manager for an Addison firm, 
Stewart said he was the principal backer 
of Otepka. 


Through the American Defense Fund, 


which consists of Stewart, his wife, and 
two children, 
$22,000 was raised 
for 


Otepka's legal fees. Another $5,000 was 
raised through other sources, Stewart 
said. 


Stewart has spoken in behalf of Otepka, 


including one private engagement before a 
large audience in March, 1965, held at the 
Flick-Reedy Corp. near Bensenville. 


Stewart also spoke at a rally in Boston 


in 1968, which the Washington Star said 
was an annual event organized by the 
Birch Society. Otepka was in attendance, 
the Star said. 


STEWART SAID he was a speaker but 


that the rally was a patriotic affair at- 
tended by many persons, the majority of 
which were not affiliated with the Birch 
Society. 


He said the rally was organized by two 


police officers. 


In previous interviews, Stewart has said 


he has no link with the Birch Society and 
other right-wing groups. However, he has 


said that he used conservative publica- 
tions to gain support for Otepka. 


They do their homework and know what 


the problems are in the State Department, 
Stewart has said. 


The State Department is where the 


Otepka case developed following a 1960 
confrontation between Otepka, Sec. of 
State Dean Rusk and then Ally. General 
Robert Kennedy. 


As chief evaluator for the state Depart- 


ment, Otepka refused to ease security re- 
quirements for some appointees then un- 
der consideration by President-elect John 
Kennedy. 


OTEPKA LATER was demoted, fired, 


and then severely reprimanded by Rusk 
for providing confidential information to a 
Congressional subcommittee investigating 
lax security operations. 


Otepka's willingness to testify before the 


committee remains a key issue in the 


case, largely because he did it in violation 
of a presidential directive forbidding fed- 
eral employes from testifying without per- 
mission from their superiors. 


Otepka's last five years have been spent 


attempting to get his job back. Rusk in 
1967 did set aside his decision to fire 
Otepka but severely reprimanded him and 
reduced him in grade. 


P r e s i d e n t Nixon, however, offered 


Otepka a $36,000-a-year job on the SACB. 


'I'HE SENATE Judiciary committee last 


week approved the nomination in closed 
session, 10-3, with Sen. Kennedy, and Sen- 
ators Philip A. Hart (D-Mich.) and Joseph 
Tydings (D-Md.) casting "no" votes. 


Sen. Everett Dirksen was among those 


who voted in favor of the nomination. 


Kennedy said he would continue his op- 


position to Otepka when the nomination 
reaches the Senate floor in two or three 
weeks.

Roselle and Irving Park roads was dis- 
covered Monday morning by Illinois Bell 
Co. workmen. The source had not yet been 
found Tuesday afternoon. 


Several inches of raw gasoline floated 


on water in underground pipes for several 
blocks in all directions from the inter- 
section. Gasoline was found as far north 
of the intersection as Thorndale Road. 


Downtown traffic was rerouted and busi- 


nesses were without customers for most of 
the day Monday as gasoline was pumped 
out of sewers and disposed of at the Ajax 
gravel pit in Bloomingdale. 


GASOUNK RESIDUE will remain a 


while in the pipes, officials said, and could 
be dangerous unless flushed away with 
chemicals. This will be done in the near 
future, after the source of the leak has 
been found and repaired. 


Monday night, according to Jerry Bot- 


terman, superintendent of public works, 
the pipes were filled with water to help 
eliminate the danger of explosive fumes. 


He said earlier, as the liquid gasoline is 


pumped out, it increases the danger of ex- 
plosion from fumes. 


Soon after the situation was reported, oil 


company representatives 
from Sinclair, 


Standard, Philips 66 and Pabich Motors 
inspected their tanks. 


Liquid gasoline was pumped out of the 


underground pipes by a sewage and 
sludge removal firm from Chicago. 


Several trips were made to the Ajax

pit, where the gasoline was

Touhy, D-Chicago, said the bill would cost 
too much. 


Airlines spokesmen said homeowners 


around O'Hare would have to be paid be- 
tween 2.4 and 5 billion dollars for the air 
rights. 


FRANKS SAID he believes jets can be 


better controlled so they avoid populated 
communities where they disturb residents 
by flying at low altitudes. "We're not say- 
ing they should stop flights, but we're ask- 
ing what can be done under the condi- 
tions." 


Franks said that if jets would climb as 


rapidly as possible on takeoff for one 
more minute before turning off they would 
bother fewer residents. "If they went to 
2,000 feet, there would not be noise." 


Franks, who is president of B-Z Screw, 


Inc., Franklin Park, said he has seen jets 
so low "I can hit them with a sling-shot. 


I'm almost serious about that." he said. 


In a more serious tone. Franks said 


noise has been reduced considerably in 
the north DuPage County area since the 
east-west runway at the south end of 
O'Hare was closed April 28 


The 10,000-foot runway will be closed for 


105 days for improvements, which include 
a new taxiway, a tunnel underneath the 
runway and new runway turnoffs. 


Franks said improvements to the run- 


way would facilitate its use by more jets. 
The tunnel under the runway will provide 
access to a proposed cargo area at the 
south end of the field.

12-Month Pacts Near?

Prospects of 12-month contracts for 


teachers in School Dist. 59 may be gather- 
ing steam, with reliable sources ex- 
pressing distinct interest in a proposal 
from teachers on an experimental and 
highly limited scale. 


In the meantime, district administrators 


seem to be getting worried about the 
deadlocked teacher negotiations. 


Increasing concern on the part of Supt. 


Dr. Donald Thomas about currently dead- 
locked salary negotiations with teachers 
was expressed in a letter to leaders of 
both sides in the dispute. 


In a letter dated May 16, and addressed 


to Harlan Michels of the teachers council 
and Richard Hess of the board of educa- 
tion, Thomas proposed additional fringe 
items and hinted at the possibility of re- 
duction of class size and increasing the 
percentage of extended services contracts. 


TEACHERS COUNCIL members had 


the letter Saturday. Michels distributed 
copies of it to other council bargaining 
leaders 


A Herald reporter obtained the letter 


early this week. 


"I am concerned about the delay in 


salary 
agreements 
for 
our 
district," 


Thomas wrote. "I should like to suggest a 
basis for agreement Although I have not 
been authorized by either group to pro- 
pose new items, it appears to me that the 


following two-part proposal can be the 
basis for an agreement." 


THOMAS THEN listed a $10,000 life in- 


surance program financed "entirely by 
the board of education," and a 15th year 
step "for consideration of a merit in- 
crement based on an evaluation pro- 
gram." 


The 
district 
currently 
proposes 14 


"steps" each representing a year of expe- 
rience, with variations on the theme 
through a differing educational 
back- 


ground. 


Also suggested by the 
superintendent 


was placement of 30 per cent of the staff 
on extended services contracts instead of 
the proposed 25 per cent. Those contracts 
give extra pay for additional duties, most- 
ly extracurricular. But even 30 per cent 
reportedly would be a significant decrease 
in what the district currently provides. 


Most significantly, Thomas 
proposed 


that "if additional funds are available to 
the district, either from a tax rate in- 
crease or a state aid increase . . . or any 
plan which gives the district more money, 
the following priorities be implemented." 


THOSE INCLUDE "the employment of 


additional 
(kindergarten 
through 
fifth 


grade) teachers to reduce ratio to 1 to 
25." The current teacher-student ratio is 1 
to 29. 


Also, "The placing of 50 per cent on ex- 


tended services contracts. The services 


are to be those that relate directly to chil- 
dren and are to be approved by the princi 
pal." 


Finally, Thomas proposed "the purchase 


of capital outlay items." 


In the letter, the superintendent tried to 


press for a quick agreement. Calling it 
"important," he wrote, "If an informal 
agreement can be obtained today (Ma\ 
16), the board of education can approve 
the program at its meeting of Monday 
(May 19)." 


APPARENTLY, however, that agree- 


ment was not reached. While the board 
met in executive session Monday, presum- 
ably to discuss the status of the dead- 
locked talks, the superintendent reportedly 
was "interested" in a proposal from Har- 
lan Michels that the district make 12- 
month contracts available at a base sala- 
ry of as much as $8,200. 


The idea, if accepted by both sides, 


would reportedly mean a certain bid for a 
21-cent educational tax rate increase in 
October. 


Even then, the superintendent is repoit- 


edly not willing to make all contracts 
available for 12 month schedules, because 
additional tax revenue would not be im- 
mediately collectible. Reliable source', 
however, indicated that Thomas might be 
willing to experiment with the idea on a 
limited scale if the teachers and the board 
agreed

The matter was decided Monday night 


59 board members, who voiced 
dissatisfaction with the arrangements of 
the annexation and voted to allow Dist. 54 
to make the next move 


The decision came as a result of Supt. 


Donald Thomas' wish to decide once and 
for all whether or not the 1,100 acres will 
come into his district. 


"This matter has been pending for a 


long time," Thomas said, "and it is time 
we had it settled." 


The two school districts have talked in- 


formally about Dist. 59 taking over the 
1,100-acre tract, but no formal action has 
come before either board. 


Dist. 59 might want the acreage since it 


is within the corporate boundaries of Elk 


Grove Village. The inclusion of the parcel 
into Dist. 59 would make it convenient for 
the district and the village, as the resi- 
dents of the village would not be split into 
two separate school districts. 


BUT DIST. 59 officials are less than sat- 


isfied with the informal 
arrangements 


suggested by Dist 54. The 1,100 acres 
form an odd-shaped tract of land, all un- 
developed. Dist. 59 officials learned that 
Dist. 54 wishes to keep the only valuable 
parcel of the tract, the WGN transmitting 
tower west of Route 53. 


"Economically, the annexation would 


not be to our advantage," Thomas said. 
"It's just a matter of deciding whether or 
not we wish to conform to the village lim- 
its." 


Members of the Dist. 59 board were 


skeptical of the proposal. They did not like

May brings these to his plant in Ma- 


rengo where the wax is removed and the 
honey extracted, heated and bottled. The 
beeswax is later sold to cosmetics firms 


HE EMPHASIZES that the bees are 


smart. "They learn to go miles from the 
hive in all directions by circling the area 
gradually until their sense of direction is 
defined." They also "dance" to show the 
others where nectar can be found. 


The queen bee usually lives for three 


years, but May just purchased 300 of them 
to make up for losses and to start new 
hives. When a hive is overcrowded, the 
bees will swarm away. To prevent losing 
them, he establishes new quarters and 
adds a queen. 


A hive is a home for the queen, 60,000 


working bees and about 3,000 drones or 
male bees. The eggs are laid in an arti- 
ficial "comb," a wood frame with wires 
and a thin layer of wax, Some in- 
dentations in the wax hold the eggs and 
thn bees use the rest to store honey, keep- 
ing the trays meticulously clean at all 
times. 


May "plays it safe" when working and 


usually wears a hat and "smokes" the 
hives first to calm the insects. When re- 
moving trays of honey, a blower is used to 


evacuate the thousands of bees inside. 


JUNE 15 to July 15 is the prime honey 


season, but the supply continues until Oc- 
tober when the bees become dormant. 
May said they gather in a cluster, which 
contracts in cold weather, and "stay put" 
for five months. Bees born in August can 
survive the winter, though he loses many 
from starvation. 


The honey also serves as "rent" at 30 of 


the locations, as May swaps it for use of 
the land. Other hives yield income as bees 
pollinate cucumber fields to increase the 
crop. 


He looks forward to many more years of 


work with the bees. When asked if anyone 
ever tried to circumvent the insects and 
extract the honey directly from flowers, 
he emphatically says "no."

grant workers for his landscaping busi-

Workers have been living in a shack and 


several trailers in North DuPage 


Sorce has until about June 18 to move 


migrant* out of the shack located on about 
five acres halfway between Illinois 53 and 
Arlington Heights Koud on the .with side 
of Devon Avenue.

grant workers, just south of Devon Ave- 
nup 


Two trailers were moved there recently 


from the Devon Avenue site by order of 
DuPage County building and zoning offi- 
cials to comply with different zoning regu- 
lations. 


Though the new site is still not com- 


pletely in compliance with county zoning 


regulations, Sorce is allowed to keep trail- 
ers there until the Devon Avenue situation 
is cleared up. 


SORCE HAS BEEN unavailable for 


comment for several weeks. The only 
number listed with the phone company is 
a business phone. Of nearly 20 calls by the 
Register, it was answered only once. The 
call was never returned. 


Tarry said the health department usual- 


ly seeks a court injunction to force com- 
pliance with the law. 


In this case, he said, the department 


may also seek a cumulative fine of $6,000 
in addition to the injunction. 


The fine would be $200 a day for 30 days 


for allowing people to live in conditions 
deemed unsanitary by health 
officials, 


Tarry said. 


The violations are basically lack of run- 


ning water and no indoor sanitary facil- 
ities, he said. These could be corrected to 
meet health standards.

WHITCOMBE describes the reaction of 


many staff members to the behavior prob- 
lems of LD students as "disheartening. 
This isn't an obvious handicap that can be 
dealt with simply. It's a subtle thing and 
when these students act out their frustra- 
tions in class it becomes a question of 
•morally bad' behavior." 


In his work with the students Whit- 


combe has begun to use a tape recorder. 
It is used in supportive repetition and to 
help students hear their sentence con- 
struction and organization. For those stu- 
dents who are very intelligent but who 
cannot write, it is their link to the class- 
room work, too. 


In the elementary districts that channel 


students into Dist. 214 there are 36 learn- 
ing disabilities teachers who serve dis- 
tricts with a combined enrollment of 35,- 
78i>. If the professional estimate of be- 
tween 4 and 7 per cent incidence of LD 
students holds true, but only at the min- 
imum, there would need to be 140-plus 
teachers to handle 1,431 students. 


The State of Illinois requires that these 


teachers handle no more than ten students 
each. In Dist. 214 there are six teachers 
for an enrollment of 12,500. At the min- 
imum incidence the district would have 
500 students with LD problems requiring 
at least 50 teachers. Fifty teachers would 
require 50 learning stations of small size. 
School boards looking at the 7 per cent 
possibility, hold their heads and mutter. 


WHITCOMBE SAYS that in the adoles- 


cent age group there would not be any 
advantage to having too many classes im- 
mediately. 


"We don't have the materials or the 


back-up research to handle them,'* he 
said. But he said counseling and psy- 
chological services in the high school are 
of great benefit for these students at the 
present time. 


Much as Mrs. Phebe Hager does on the

done to help this student? Their need real- 
ly drives you." 


The need of the "child nobody knows" 


has given rise to cults in the research 
field that can cause damage, even as they 
offer no help. Many researchers and in- 
novators jealously guard and promote 
only their own special way of helping LD 
children, instead of recognizing the advan- 
tages of a polygot approach. 


"Creeping and crawling," a program 


that involves much more than those two 
terms, is one approach and its advocates 
staunchly defend it against the onslaughts 
of doubting doctors. 


Others champion visual training through 


the Frostig program and similar methods. 
Motor facilitation is popular and pure psy- 
chiatric therapy is used. 


Some children respond to the particular 


method used with them and some do not. 
The tragedy is that there may be no real 
evaluation of progress until other methods 
are ruled out for the child simply by his 
approaching adolescence. 


THE PARENTS' role in helping the ad- 


justment of the LD child is poorly defined. 
A parent may be told simply "love your 
child." Because of the vagueness of the 
diagnosis, and the not unfounded belief 
that he already loves his child very much, 
parents feel helpless with this advice. 


Professionals who shut the parents out 


of the child's treatment in this way may 
do harm to the entire family's mental 
health. Parents may go on a reading 
binge in order to talk to the professionals 
in their own language, or rush to further 
their own education. They seem to feel 
that just over the next educational hill lie 
all the answers. 


A healthier approach is the one used by 


the Northwest Suburban Council On Un- 
d e r s t a n d i n g Learning 
Disabilities 


(COULD). 


Membership is open to parents and pro- 


fessionals in the field of LD. Through the 
general guidance of the professionals, par- 
ents can gain information concerning the 
disorder and learn a little about their 
place in the life of an LD child. 


THEIR PROGRAMS stress the "U" in 


their name — understanding. They import 
speakers and arrange joint ventures like a 
summer program to give their children 
outdoor experience in a controlled situ- 


ation.

There may be no "cure" for learning 


disabilities, but in the words of the popu- 
lar song, the LD child will "get by with 
the help of his friends. . ." his parents, his 
school and his community.

Gasoline was found as far north 
of the intersection as Thorndale Road. 


Downtown traffic was rerouted and busi- 


nesses were without customers for most of 
the day Monday as gasoline was pumped 
out of sewers and disposed of at the Ajax 
gravel pit in Bloommgdale. 


GASOLINE RESIDUE will remain a 


while in the pipes, officials said, and could 
be dangerous unless flushed away with 
chemicals. This will be done in the near 
future, after the source of the leak has 
been found and repaired. 


Monday night, according to Jerry Bot- 


terman, superintendent of public works, 
the pipes were filled with water to help 
eliminate the danger of explosive fumes. 


He said earlier, as the liquid gasoline is 


pumped out, it increases the danger of ex- 
plosion from fumes. 


Soon after the situation was reported, oil

After more than two hours of debate 


Thursday, Wood Dale officials decided 
they would conduct their own surrey to 
determine a maximum rate for scavenger 
service on a quarterly basis. 


The maximum rate would concern resi- 


dential pickup only. 


That was the conclusion following an ap- 


pearance by Francis Burnier of F. A. 
Burnier Hauling Co., Joe Stob of Monarch 
Disposal, and a parade of local residents 
who gave their views in the possible pull- 
out of Burnier and what would be a "rea- 
sonable" charge for the quarterly service. 


Several weeks ago Burnier delivered to 


his customers a questionnaire asking them 
what service they would be interested in 
based on number of containers at the curb 
and what price they would agree to on a 
quarterly billing period. 


APPARENTLY, Burnier's questionnaire 


led to some confusion among customers. 


Burnier admitted Thursday night he 


"should have requested a second choice." 


Burnier reported to village officials, 


"The conclusion I have come to is that the 
people want the most service for the least 
amount of money." 


According to Burnier, the majority of 


those responding to his survey desired un- 
limited service with the remaining pre- 
ferring one to six container pickup. 


Burnier at one point in the meeting said 


he would do both commercial and residen- 
tial at $3.70 per quarter. 


BUT, 
WHEN TOLD by Comr. Dino 


Janis that the village was only concerned 
with residential pickup, Burnier said he 
die 
1 not think he could maintain "quality 


service" if he was awarded exclusive 


rights for residential pickup at the $5.10 
quarterly rate. 


This was the bid Burnier submitted 


which he later withdrew, stating the bid 
documents were misleading and that his 
bid was based on both commercial and 
residential. 


The council had stood firm on keeping

Monarch and Burnier. 


Stob had his say when pressed for com- 


ments.

ing Wood Dale for 22 years and that there

Stewart has spoken in behalf of Otepka, 


including one private engagement before a 
large audience in March, 1965, held at the 
Flick-Reedy Corp. near Bensenville. 


Stewart also spoke at a rally in Boston 


in 1968, which the Washington Star said 
was an annual event organized by the 
Birch Society. Otepka was in attendance, 
the Star said. 


STEWART SAID he was a speaker but 


that the rally was a patriotic affair at- 
tended by many persons, the majority of 
which were not affiliated with the Birch 
Society. 


He said the rally was organized by two 


police officers. 


In previous interviews, Stewart has said 


he has no link with the Birch Society and 
other right-wing groups. However, he has 
said that he used conservative publica- 
tions to gain support for Otepka. 


They do their homework and know what 


the problems are in the State Department, 
Stewart has said. 


The State Department is where the 


Otepka case developed following a 1960 
confrontation between Otepka, Sec. of 
State Dean Rusk and then Atty. General 
Robert Kennedy. 


As chief evaluator for the state Depart- 


ment, Otepka refused to ease security re- 
quirements for some appointees then un- 
der consideration by President-elect John 
Kennedy. 


OTEPKA LATER was demoted, fired, 


and then severely reprimanded by Rusk 
for providing confidential information to a 
Congressional subcommittee investigating 
lax security operations. 


Otepka's willingness to testify before the 


committee remains a key issue in the 
case, largely because he did it in violation 
of a presidential directive forbidding fed- 
eral employes from testifying without per- 
mission from their superiors. 


Otepka's last five years have been spent 


attempting to get his job back. Rusk in 
1967 
did set aside his decision to fire 


Otepka but severely reprimanded him and 
reduced him in grade. 


P r e s i d e n t Nixon, however, offered 


Otepka a $36,000-a-year job on the SACB. 


'I'HE SENATE Judiciary committee last 


week approved the nomination in closed 
session, 10-3, with Sen. Kennedy, and Sen- 
ators Philip A. Hart (D-Mich.) and Joseph 
Tydings (D-Md.) casting "no" votes. 


Sen. Everett Dirksen was among those 


who voted in favor of the nomination. 


Kennedy said he would continue his op- 


position to Otepka when the nomination 
reaches the Senate floor in two or three 
weeks.

FRANKS SAID he believes jets can be 


better controlled so they avoid populated 
communities where Jiey disturb residents 
by flying at low altitudes. "We're not say- 
ing they should stop flights, but we're ask- 
ing what can be done under the condi- 
tions." 


Franks said that if jets would climb as 


rapidly as possible on takeoff for one 
more minute before turning off they would 
bother fewer residents. "If they went to 
2,000 feet, there would not be noise." 


Franks, who is president of B-Z Screw, 


Inc., Franklin Park, said he has seen jets 
so low "I can hit them with a sling-shot. 
I'm almost serious about that," he said. 


In a more serious tone, Franks said 


noise has been reduced considerably in 
the north DuPage County area since the 
east-west runway at the south end of 
O'Hare was closed April 28. 


The 10,000-foot runway will be closed for 


105 days for improvements, which include 
a new taxiway, a tunnel underneath the 
runway and new runway turnoffs. 


Franks said improvements to the run- 


way would facilitate its use by more jets. 
The tunnel under the runway will provide 
access to a proposed cargo area at the 
south end of the field. 


FRANKS SAID he also is counting on 


federal legislation which would eliminate 


or curb jet flights from 11 p.m. to 7 a.m. 


Proper use of runways at night could 


insure that flights are directed over indus- 
trial instead of residential areas, he said. 


Franks said he would propose a plan 


whereby homeowners affected by jet noise 
would pay lower taxes on their homes be- 
cause of decreased value caused by jet 
noise. 


He agreed that he would have a tough 


time proving how much a home loses in 
value because of jet noise, but that it was 
worth a try.

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STATE TRACK MEMORIES 


This year I was a novice. 


When I first walked Into the great con- 


crete and glass University of Illinois As- 
sembly Hall — known affectionately to all 
as "The Mushroom" — my mouth gaped 
open in awe. As 1 wandered aimlessly in- 
side the mammoth structure I kept look- 
ing up at the high arching dome above 
me. not quite believing that this thing 
could really keep standing, that a sneeze 
would bring down tons of concrete on the 
dozen or so visitors below. 


Then I walked across the street to 


Zuppke Stadium, site of one of the great- 
est sports spectaculars in prep athletics — 
the state track and field meet. And I 
guess I looked like a novice there too, for 
several coaches asked me if this was so 
and all I could do was nod dumbly. 


Once inside the stadium, egged on by 


my co-workers. I jogged up and down the 
football field with a camera case tucked 
under my right arm like a misshapen foot- 
ball and my left arm ready to straightarm 
any would-be tacklers. "Just think," my 
co-workers told me. "this is the very turf 
that Red Grange ran on. You're standing 
in the very place where Dick Butkus 
made a tackle " A cut to the left, a cut to 
the right and there I was in the end/one! 
"That's where Grange spent most of his 
time," they told me " 


But I didn't as they advised, kiss the 


turf reverently. 


And then the show began. And when I 


say show. I mean it was a show — as 
entertaining, as drama-filled, as action- 
packed as any western or ipy flick 
could ever be. 


I wandered around for a while, watching 


the high Jumpers, then the pole vaulters 
and the long jumpers. I saw Arlington's 
Paul Tollefson and Todd Somers and 
talked with them a while. Then I walked 
over to the high jump pit and watched as 
Prospect's Jeff Meissner qualified for the 
finals In the finals Saturday. Jeff wasn't 
able to match the 6-6 leap that won the 
state title, but watching him jump you 
knew that next year he would be down in 
Champaign again and probably end up as 
one of the top three or four jumpers in 
Illinois. 


Then the races began, and I wandered 


up by the finish line and stood by while 
some of the failed high schoolers in the 
country blazed past me Fremd athletic 
director Dick Welty was the head timer 
for the meet and Kersey AD Dick Kmne- 
man was in the official's stand, Judging 
who took second place in each event. We 
talked for a while and then Charlie Feutz. 
Conant AD, walked by and said hello too 


The sprints were something to behold: 


seeing a IB or 17 year old boy rip down 
the track at something like 30 miles an 
hour in the 100-yard dash is dizzying. But 
the relays were even more spectacular. 
There is only one word to describe the 880- 
yard or mile relays — brutal. Six muscu- 
lar young men. running neck and neck, 
tear by. drowning out the cries of the 


crowd with the thunder of their feet on the 
rubberized surface of the track and their 
strained gasps for air. Moments later it's 
a different six rushing by, and then anoth- 
er half dozen and yet another. 


The anchor men, the last runners in 


the relays, are the most impressive. 
They are supposed to be the fastest run- 
ners on the relay team, and they look it. 
Suddenly a boy whose team was running 
20 yards behind the leaders calls on 
some inner strength and passes the 
field, leaving the others far behind. 
They might as well be standing still, so 
fast is the anchor man on the winning 
team. 


Saturday was even more exciting than 


Friday. By then, only the very best re- 
mained in each event, boys like East Mo- 
line's Merlyn Hood whose legs are thicker 
than many people's waists. Those fantasti- 
cally muscled calves and thighs brought 
Hood two titles, in the 100 and 220-yard 
dashes. 


As the day wore on, one of the officials 


sidled up to me and cracked: "While 
you're standing there, you might devote a 
minute or two in silent prayer for no 
rain." But it was no joke — 20 miles in 
every direction the skies were black and 
gusty winds drove sheets of water into the 
ground. 


But it didn't rain in Champaign Satur- 


day and the meet went on. The cap to the 
day came when Palatine's Mark Visk 
loped home with the two mile run crown 
arid a new Illinois prep record. After the 
meet, Visk's coach, Joe Johnson, said that 
Mark had run the last 880 yards in about 
2:06. There's not much doubt in anyone's 
mind, after seeing the Pirate thmclad, 
that he could have also won the mile run 
if he had been eligible to run both Anyone 
who can run a half mile in six seconds 
over two minutes after already running a 
mile and a half has to rate as one of the 
country's top college and Olympic pros- 
pects. 


We all applauded as Mark came down 


the stretch toward the tape, at least ten 
yards in front of his closest rival. A 
sportswriter is supposed to be unbiased. 
I guess, but even the coldest of hearts 
would have been warmed by Visk's per- 
formance that day. 


And so it went until the end of the meet 


when Alton was presented with the team 
championship trophy. The Red Birds de- 
served that trophy; they had top finishers 
— or so it seemed — in just about every 
event. 


This year I was a novice. I marvelled at 


the things going on around me; I stared at 
"The Mushroom"; sometimes I didn't un- 
derstand all that was happening; and I 
was always in awe of what these young 
men were accomplishing. 


Next year, when I go back, I won't be a 


novice. I'll be a veteran of the state track 
meet. But no matter how many years I go 
down to Champaign, I imagine I'll always 
marvel and stand in awe. It's that kind of 
experience.

'It's Just Unbelievable' 
Says Champion Mark Visk

More than 10,000 fans at Zuppke Field 


were impressed with Mark Visit and his 
record-shattering two-mile run at the Illi- 
nois state track meet Saturday 


Thousands more were impressed as the 


news spread throughout the state that 
Mark Visk of Palatine had set a new 
record in the two-mile run. 


Yes, 
thousands were impressed and 


amazed 


The news reached the Visk household 


in Palatine and the family, well, most of 
the faniilv, was impressed . . . except 
Mark's youngest sister who is five years 
old. When told that her brother had won 
the state meet, she said, "I know it. 
Mark) always wins," and then she went 
about what she was doing. 


Mark Visk. His name was on the lips of 


the usual large crowd at Champaign Sat- 
urday. He ran the two-mile race in 9:06.1

and it broke the old record which was 
held by Rich Elliot of Proviso West who 
ran it in 9:08.6. 


"I can't describe my feelings about it," 


Mark said. "It's just too unbelievable." 


The road to that "unbelievable" per- 


formance goes back four years to Visk's 
freshman year. 


"I wanted to go out for the basketball 


team," he said, "so I figured I could get 
in shape by running cross country. I went 
out for basketball and I guess I was about 
the seventh man. 


"The next year Coach Johnson told me I 


ought to stay out for track because I did 
pretty well my freshman year. I've stayed 
with track ever since." 


Joe Johnson, Palatine's highly suc- 


cessful track coach, looks back on the 
days when Visk was a freshman by say- 
ing, "I saw that he had some natural 
talent. Not that natural talent of a 
sprinter but he had some talent. 
"Mark is a tremerdous runner and he is 


also a tremendous person. He has a lot of 
desire and works hard. He was the team 
captain in cross country and track in his 
junior and senior years and that was the 
first time a boy was captain for two years 
at Palatine. He's a good influence on the 
younger boys and he is a good leader." 


Visk and Johnson and many track fans 


know that Mark's efforts came to a peak 
at the state meet. But Visk and Johnson 
and very few track fans realize that there 
were a few valleys along with the crests 
in Mark's career. 


Visk had pneumonia during his junior 


year but managed to make a comeback at 
the state meet with a fifth place showing. 


He started the 1968 cross country season 


in fine form and qualified for the state 
cross country meet. A muscle adhesion in 
his diaphram though forced Mark to drop 
out of the state cross country meet after a 
mile in the 2.75 mile race. 


"The week before the state (track) 


meet," Mark reflected, "it (the dia- 
phragm) started to bother me again. I 
think it was damaged when I had penu- 
monia. The whole week before the state 
meet it bothered me but when I got 
down state it didn't bother me there." 
Visk and Johnson plotted out a racing 


plan for the state meet and Visk followed 
it to the final minute detail. 


"I wanted to stay near the front the 


first three laps and make sure I didn't get 
boxed in," Visk said. "To make sure I 
didn't get boxed I ran in the second lane 
for three laps. 


"I wanted to be right behind the leader 


on the fourth lap and stay right on bis 
heels until the sixth lap. Then when we 
came down the backstretch on the seventh 
lap I wanted to make my move against 
the wind because I usually don't have any 
trouble with the wind. 


"I wanted to have the lead by the time 


we got to the last turn of the seventh lap 
and hoped I could hold on the rest of the 
way. 


"I guess it worked out just the way I 


wanted it to," Mark added, "because 
that's the way it turned out. 


"On the last lap I kept expecting 


someone to catch up to me. That's why 
I never looked back or eased up. I was 
running scared." 
Perhaps the reason why Visk did break 


the record was because he was running 
"scared." Visk's time for the last 880 
yards was 2:06 and he covered the last 440 
yards in T02. 


"When I saw the finish line coming up. 


it was unbelievable," Visk recalled. "You 
couldn't believe how happy I was. 


"Well, then one of the timers came up 


to me and said that I had broken the state 
record and I had a time around 9:06. 
That's when I really went into a daze." 


After 
four 
years 
of trying, Mark 


reached his goal — to win a state cham- 
pionship. With the state record, he came 
upon something he had not expected. 


Mark's goals, like those of every cham- 


pion, have now changed. "My goal now." 
he said, "is to run a four-minute mile and 
a nine-minute two-mile." 


Visk may get a chance at the nine- 


minute two-mite because he will meet 
class competition in the Golden Midwest 
Invitational at York and be may get a 
shot at running the Golden West In- 
vitational in Sacramento, Calif. 
The 


Golden West Invitational will have en- 
tered the top high school trackmen in 
each event. 
"There's a guy in Oregon who has an 


8:41," Mark said. "I figure that if I can 
stay with him for a while that I can break 
nine minutes." 


Visk's goal to break four minutes in the 


mile may not happen until he starts his 
college track career. The University of 
Missouri will be the school which will 
have Visk's services the next four years. 


Mark will probably major in liberal arts 


at Missouri which he calls, "a beautiful 
school with great coaches." 


It is hard to imagine that Mark Visk 


will not reach Us newly established 
geals. In his first cross country meet he 
finished 27th. Four years later he be- 
came 
Illinois' state 
champion and 


record holder. 
And when the day comes that Mark 


Visk runs the mile in four minutes, many 
track fans and coaches will be impressed 
and amazed. 


Heck, maybe Mark's little sister wfll be 


amazed, too.

Pepper is a dog who thinks big. A min- 


iature Pinscher owned by Mr. and Mrs. 
Thomas Borek, 200 Lafayette Lane, Hoff- 
man Estates, Pepper has adopted a collie 
pup as her own. 


This interesting situation began about 


two weeks ago when the Boreks had three 
dogs — Pepper, Lassie, and Ginger. Now 
they have 12. And therein lies a doggy 
tale. 


Lassie is a collie named after the movie 


star dog, and she gave birth to a litter of 
nine puppies May 3. 


Pepper apparently became envious and

Annexation of 1,100 acres of Schaum- 


burg Township into School Dist. 59 is now 
up to the Dist. 54 School Board. 


The matter was decided Monday night 


by Dist. 59 board members, who voiced 
dissatisfaction with the arrangements of 
the annexation and voted to allow Dist. 54 
to make the next move. 


The decision came as a result of Supt. 


Donald Thomas' wish to decide once and 
for all whether or not the 1,100 acres will 
come into his district. 


"This matter has been pending for a 


long time," Thomas said, "and it is time 
we had it settled " 


The two school districts have talked in- 


formally about Dist. 59 taking over the 
1,100-acre tract, but no formal action has 
come before either board. 


Dist. 59 might want the acreage since it 


is within the corporate boundaries of Elk 
Grove Village. The inclusion of the parcel 
into Dist. 59 would make it convenient for 
th«. district and the village, as the resi- 
dents of the village would not be split into 
two separate school districts. 


BUT DIST. 59 officials are less than sat- 


isfied with the informal arrangements 
suggested by Dist. 54. The 1,100 acres 
form an odd-shaped tract of land, all un- 
developed. Dist. 59 officials learned that 
Dist. 54 wishes to keep the only valuable

parcel of the tract, the WGN transmitting 
tower west of Route 53. 


"Economically, the annexation would 


not be to our advantage," Thomas said. 
"It's just a matter of deciding whether or 
not we wish to conform to the village lim- 
its." 


Members of the Dist. 59 board were 


skeptical of the proposal. They did not like 
the irregular shape of the tract as pro- 
posed by Dist. 54, and they did not like the 
idea of taking on undeveloped land. 


So the board decided to punt the matter 


over to Dist. 54. If Centex, the owner of 
the land, and Dist. 54 can agree on the 
shape and development of the parcel, 
Dist. 59 will be willing to listen to propos- 
als for annexation of the property. But un- 
til that happens, Dist. 59 will make no 
move on its own. 


THE LAND IN question is planned for 


single-family residential development and 
eventually will include 3,500 homes. This 
could add about 5,000 children to a school 
district. 


Dist. 54 has no plans at present for per- 


mitting disannexation of the 1,100-acre 
tract. 


"This area is presently within our 


school district and therefore we are re- 
sponsible for the education of children liv- 
ing there," said Milton Derr, Dist. 54 as- 
sistant school superintendent. 


Dist. 59 has talked about annexing the 


tract, since it is within Elk Grove Village 
boundaries. According to Derr, however, 
"we have not received a formal request 
from Dist. 59 to consider disannexation of 
the area." 


Based on a study of classroom needs in 


a development similar to the Centex plot, 
Dist. 54 anticipates approximately 5,000 
school-age children coming from 3,500 
homes. This would require six 20-room 
elementary buildings and one 30-room ju- 
nior high.

Phil Ma>. owner of one of the largest 


commercial beehives in the state, gets 
stuna in times a day with no ill effect But 
tip cautions other residents to treat bees in 
their gardens with respect, particularly 
j"er a sieae of rain. 


The operator of l.sno beehives through- 


out the suourbs which supply honey to 
small chain stores, bakeries and fruit 
^•.ind«. Ma> recommends the "keep calm 
.irul walk a«a<. ' me'tvxl of dealing with 
bees 
Hi< wife. seTMtive to the venom, 
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lands in the hospital with each sting and 
May says many other individuals may suf- 
fer the same way. 


Bees do die after they sting, but since 


a bee born during the summer has a life 
span of only three weeks, this may not be 
much of a deterrent. May stresses that 
the first order of business is to remove the 
"stinger." 


May. 
a serious man in love with his 


work, began working with bees in his 
teens when he assisted his father with the 
hives. After 20 years he still "can't wait to 
Set to the bees each spring "

Heights home. He considers himself "a 
farmer who happens to live in a residen- 
tial area" and spends six months of the 
>ear visiting the hives scattered in 45 lo- 
cations 


The red-haired beekeeper takes only 


"extra" honey from each hive for process 
and sale. Of each 900 pounds, the bees 
keep 300 for themselves and their young. 


The insects work constantly during the 


season bringing honey to the hives. "After 
three weeks, making 12 trips a day, their 
win^s are torn and frayed and they are 
exhausted. But they are so happy when 
they work that they hum." May said. 


When the bees fill the basic hives at 


each location, May adds trays for the sur- 
plus honey. In its original state from dan- 
delions and clover, honey is watery. The 
bees "cure" it by fanning the substance 
with their wings. They then seal the com- 
pleted tray with wax. 


Ma> brings these to his plant in Ma- 


rrns?o where the wax is removed and the 
honey extracted, heated and bottled. The 
beeswax is later sold to cosmetics firms. 


HE EMPHASIZES that the bees are 


smart "They learn to go miles from the 
hive in all directions by circling the area 
gradually until their sense of direction is 
defined." They also "dance" to show the 
others where nectar can be found. 


The queen bee usually lives for three 


years, but May just purchased 300 of them 
to make up for losses and to start new 
hives. When a hive is overcrowded, the 
bees will swarm away. To prevent losing 
them, he establishes new quarters and 
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adds a queen. 


A hive is a home for the queen, 60,000 


working bees and about 3.000 drones or 
male bees. The eggs are laid in an arti- 
ficial "comb," a wood frame with wires 
and 
a thin layer 
of wax. Some in- 


dentations in the wax hold the eggs and 
the bees use the rest to store honey, keep- 
in? the trays meticulously clean at all 
times. 


May "plays it safe" when working and 


usually wears a hat and "smokes" the 
hives first to calm the insects. When re- 
moving trays of honey, a blower is used to 
evacuate the thousands of bees inside. 


Harper Junior College's two dissident 


teachers filed suit Monday against the col- 
lege in U.S. District Court, charging defa- 
mation and violation of their civil rights. 


The suit asks the federal court to order 


Harper and its chief spokesmen to pay the 
two teachers court costs, $100,000 in com- 
pensatory damages, $100,000 in exemplary 
damages, and "psrmanently enjoin" the 
college from dropping their contracts. 


The suit charges that "false" remarks 


made "maliciously" by Lahti and Johnson 
have made it impossible for the two teach- 
ers to get other employment. 


The suit was filed by the law firm of 


Wexler, Kane and Roscnzweig for former 
Harper teachers Edward M. Kalish of 
Mount Prospect and 
Betty Enbysk of 


Srhaumburf! 


ELLIS ROSENZWEIG said the 18-page 


complaint wraps into one package the ma- 
jor charges the two teachers cited earlier 
in their letter giving notice of intent to file 
suit It charges, he said, that: 


—College officials "interfered with Kal- 


and Dr Enbysk's rights of free speech." 


—College officials "interfered with their 


rights of contract." 


—"Defamatory statements were made" 


about the two by Harper Pres. Robert 
Lahti and Board Chairman Richard L. 
Johnson. 


The suit also charges that the real rea- 


son why Kalish and Dr. Enbysk are not 
being rehired is because they chose "to 
exercise their freedom of speech and as- 
sembly as duly elected members of the 
Faculty Senate " 


THE NEXT MOVE will be up to the 


college board and its attorney, Frank 
Hines of Elk Grove Village. Hines de- 
clined to comment on what that move will 
be. 


"I'd rather wait until I see the com- 


plaint and have a chance to study the 
matter," he told the Herald. "When I feel 
it is proper for me to make a statement, I 
will." 


The suit is the latest step in Kalish's 


and Dr. Enbysk's attempts to counter the 
college's decision not to rehire them next 
year. 


After the two were notified in mid-De- 


cember that their contracts would be pick- 


ed up next year, Kalish charged that the 
decision was based on the fact that they 
had exercised their rights of academic 
freedom to comment on matters affecting 
the college. The complaint was made to 
the Harper Faculty Senate, in which both 
teachers were active.

pointed to investigate Kalish's complaint 
was assured by college officials that aca- 
demic freedom was not a factor in the 
decision not to rehire the two. 


College officials did not give the other 


reasons for their move, citing Harper pol-

employed inspectors in the fields of gener- 
al construction, electrical and plumbing. 


Because of the financial requirements, 


these inspectors have until recently been 
part-time employees. 


Due to the large volume of construction 


in the past eighteen months, the village 
government through the village manager 
has been moving to establish a full-time 
building department. 


We now employ one full-time inspector 


and are in the process of hiring a full-time 
commissioner and one additional person 
for this department. 


In the interim, the services of the vil- 


lage engineer have been used extensively 
to subsidize the regular employes of the 
building department in responding to the 
reports of code violations. 


A reinspection procedure has been es- 


tablished and the village government is 
responding to all reports of violations. The 
findings are reported to the builder and 
repairs are undertaken. Upon completion 
of the work, another inspection is con- 
ducted and if approved the homeowner 
and builder are notified. 


The cooperation of the builder involved 


has 
been 
extremely good. 
The 
in- 


vestigations of this board with regard to 
this matter have revealed that some of 
the reported violations are minor, none 
are inherently dangerous and that all pos- 
sible is being done to correct those that 
exist and insure that they do not recur.

acres of the 5.9 acre parcel to the school 
district for the building and parking lot. 
The other 3 acres would remain the prop- 
erty of the village for use as a joint 
school-park recreation area. 


THE NEW SCHOOL, a 46,000 square 


foot building, will receive a formal okay 
from the Buffalo Grove board after draw- 
ings showing that division of land are sub- 
mitted. 


The new building, which the district will 


rent to pay the state for borrowed funds, 
will have 24 classrooms, an art and music 
room. 


It is the largest of three areas ear- 


marked as a school park site by the Glen 
Grove agreement in 1964 which brought 
that area of land into the village. 


Hitzeman said the district hopes that 


ground can be broken in October for con- 
struction of the new building. He told The 
Herald there was a good chance state 
funds would be appropriated in time to 
meet that schedule. 


By next September, the district will 


have 350 more students from the new de- 
velopment in Buffalo Grove and 700 to 750 
students in the entire district. Hitzeman 
admits that if enrollment grows much 
larger, the present school in Long Grove 
may have to consider shifts to accom- 
modate all the students. 


THE NEW DESIGN for the school is 
similar to the system used at John Muir 
School in Prospect Heights. A "Pod" sys- 
tem allows for movable walls to facilitate 
team teaching and class work between dif- 
ferent level students. 


The state commission is willing to back 


such a system as long as the school meets 
budget requirements Hitzeman says. He 
explains the ISBC no longer requires a 
state supported school to follow old-fash- 
ioned education designs. 


Children from the more rural areas of 


nearby Lake County may be bussed into 
the new school along with Buffalo Grove 
residents, the superintendent said.

The bill was sponsored in the Illinois 


House by State Rep Eugene Schlickman, 
R Arlington Heights It has the support of 
the Illinois Municipal League and is part 
of Gov Richard Ogilvie s local govern- 
ment program 


Graham told The Herald, ' The sponsor 


'Schlickman i did not request me to pick 
up the bill although that would have been 
noimal procedure " 


I didn t jump at the opportunity " Gra- 


ham sjid 


The bill will now be sponsored by State 


Sen Jack T Knuepfer R 39th Dist, Elm- 
hurst 


I had a long <ind serious thought about 


the bill 
Graham said ' I still believe the 


constitution would indicate the owner of 
property should have jurisdiction or detei- 
mmdtion over the disposal of his proper 
ty 


He called HB 1241 ' a violation of Con- 


stitutional rights 


' The burden of judicial action should 


rest with the municipalities instead of 
with homeowners who have no law firm 
working in their behalf," he said 


The 
bill 
could cause serious con- 


sequences, Graham insists, because it 
would apply to every municipality in the 
State of Illinois and not simply the Third 
District 


He said Elk Grove Village Pres Jack 


Pahl, who supports the bill, was in his 
office Tuesday to argue for its passage 


When Mrs Mane Caylor who has led 


the Prospect Heights protest against the 
bill heard the news directly from Graham 
she said, "This is the best news I've had 
alldav ' 


Schlickman, on the other hand, is hard 


at work trying to convince his constituents 
in unincorporated areas that the bill has 
merit 


He contends the amendment he has 


added to the bill will protect Prospect 
Heights by "requiring the notice of annex- 
ation be sent to each property owner by 
certified or registered mail, that the bill 
emphasizes the welfare of the terntory 
subject to annexation and establishes an 
objection that can be filed specifically de- 
fining the Prospect Heights area ' 


Schlickman met with homeowners from 


the Prospect Heights Improvement associ- 
ation last month to iron out objections to 
the bill 


"Everyone I have worked with from the 


area, with the exception of one person, 
finds the bill as amended to be satisfac- 


tory and no longei of any concern ' said 
Schlickman 


I have assured these representatives 


that I will continue to work with them in 
any further modifications deemed neces

A new school to house over 750 students 


in the Lake County portion of Buffalo 
Grove was given a go ahead in an in- 
formal poll of the Buffalo Grove Village

Commission (ISBC) 


William Hitzeman, superintendent of the 


district, showed plans for the one story

PLANNED FOR Sept, 1970 completion, 


the school cannot be built until the state 
legislature gives the ISBC more money 
and the village okays the site 


Voters in the school district will have 


the final say on the school in an election 
following ISBC approval They will have 
to vote to allow the district to levy taxes 
to pay for rent on the new building 


Hitzeman, the school board members, 


and the village trustees agreed informally 
that the village would deed close to three

paid the transportation expenses, bought 
soft drinks for the children and even of- 
fered to buy lunch for everyone, but we 
didn't let them," Mrs. Seltzer said.

al construction, electrical and plumbing. 


Because of the financial requirements, 


these inspectors hate until recently been 
part-time employees 


Due to the large tolume of construction 


in the past eighteen months, the village 
government through the village manager 
has been moving to establish a full-time 
building department 


We now employ one full-time inspector 


and are in the process of hiring a full-time 
commissioner and one additional person 
for this department 


In the interim, the services of the vil- 


lage engineer have been used extensively 
to subsidize the regular employes of the 
building department in responding to the 
reports of code violations. 


A remspection procedure has been es- 


tablished and the village government is 
responding to all reports of violations The 
findings are reported to the builder and 
repairs are undertaken Upon completion 
of the work, another inspection is con- 
ducted and if approved the homeowner 
and builder are notified 


The cooperation of the builder involved 


has 
been 
extremely 
good. 
The 
in- 


te.stigation.s of this board with regard to 
this matter have revealed that some of 
the reported violations are minor, none 
are inherently dangerous and that all pos- 
sible 1.1 being done to correct those that 
exist and insure that thev do not recur.

COPELAND'S BILL calls for the state 


to spend $32 million by paying nonpublic 
schools to teach secular subjects at a rate 
of $50 per grade school pupil and $100 per 
high school student. 


The bill says schools getting the funds 


must be nondiscriminatory, provide a 
comprehensive education program, use a 
system of accounting that shows the cost 
of secular education and abide by state 
attendance laws. It also requires all new 
instructors hired In 1971 or after to hold 
a state teacher's certificate. 


Matijevich's bill calls for lower pay- 


ments, $48 per elementary pupil and $60 
per high school student, with the pay- 
ments going directly to the parents of chil- 
dren enrolled hi nonpublic schools. 


Felten also questioned a statement in 


the resolution that there was no inherent 
danger in the violations. 


Merv Sisson, a representative of the 


Haddis Engineering Co., village engineers, 
told Felten that none of the buildings was 
in danger of falling down, but there were 
relatively unsound portions and a beam 
portion might drop to the concrete below. 


Pressed by Thompson to admit that sim- 


ilar problems were prevalent in all new 
homes because of poor workmanship, Sis- 
son refused, saying that the violations 
were more concentrated in Levitt's subdi- 
vision then he had ever seen before. 


BUILDING INSPECTOR Edward Ve- 


netianer told the board that one violation 
in a plumbing system connection to a 
dishwasher could have affected health. He 
said that the violation was because a man- 
ufacturer recommended the appliance be 
installed a certain way and that that vio- 
lation was being corrected. 


Felten then questioned the number of 


personnel specified to be hired for the 
building department in the resolution.

acres of the 5.9 acre parcel to the school 
district for the building and parking lot. 
The other 3 acres would remain the prop- 
erty of the village for use as a joint 
school-park recreation area. 


THE NEW SCHOOL, a 46,000 square 


foot building, will receive a formal okay 
from the Buffalo Grove board after draw- 
ings showing that division of land are sub- 
mitted. 


The new building, which the district will 


rent to pay the state for borrowed funds, 
will have 24 classrooms, an art and music 
room. 


It is the largest of three areas ear- 


marked as a school park site by the Glen 
Grove agreement in 1964 which brought 
that area of land into the village. 


Hitzeman said the district hopes that 


ground can be broken in October for con- 
struction of the new building. He told The 
Herald there was a good chance state 
funds would be appropriated in time to 
meet that schedule. 


By next September, the district will 


have 350 more students from the new de- 
velopment in Buffalo Grove and 700 to 750 
students in the entire district. Hitzeman 
admits that if enrollment grows much 
larger, the present school in Long Grove 
may have to consider shifts to accom- 
modate all the students. 


THE NEW DESIGN for the school is 
similar to the system used at John Muir 
School in Prospect Heights. A "Pod" sys- 
tem allows for movable walls to facilitate 
team teaching and class work between dif- 
ferent level students. 


The state commission is willing to back 


such a system as long as the school meets 
budget requirements Hitzeman says. He 
explains the ISBC no longer requires a 
state supported school to follow old-fash- 
ioned education designs. 


Children from the more rural areas of 


nearby Lake County may be bussed into 
the new school along with Buffalo Grove 
residents, the superintendent said.

the .state's private and parochial schools, 
should those .schools close because of fi- 
nancial problems 


He said he favored the Cope)and bill 


over the Matijevich bill because Cope- 
land's bill is "better drafted" and has the 
governor's support 


"I have no doubt of the constitutionality 


of the bill," he said, "The state has al- 
ready 
established 
precedent 
for this 


by contracting with nonpublic school in- 
stitutions for care of dependent and neg- 
lected children. This would be the same 
thing, only the state would be contracting 
for other services — the teaching of secu- 
lar subjects " 


COPELAND'S BILL calls for the state 


to spend $32 million by paying nonpublic 
schools to teach secular subjects at a rate 
of $50 per grade school pupil and $100 per 
high school student. 


The bill says schools getting the funds 


must be nondiscriminatory, provide a 
comprehensive education program, use a 
system of accounting that shows the cost 
of secular education and abide by state 
attendance laws. It also requires all new 
instructors hired in 1971 or after to hold 
a state teacher's certificate. 


Matijevich's bill calls for tower pay- 


ments, $48 per elementary pupil and $60 
per high school student, with the pay- 
ments going directly to the parents of chil- 
dren enrolled hi nonpublic schools. 


Felten also questioned a statement in 


the resolution that there was no inherent 
danger in the violations. 


Merv Sisson, a representative of the 


Haddis Engineering Co., village engineers, 
told Felten that none of the buildings was 
in danger of falling down, but there were 
relatively unsound portions and a beam 
portion might drop to the concrete below. 


Pressed by Thompson to admit that sim- 


ilar problems were prevalent in all new 
homes because of poor workmanship, Sis- 
son refused, saying that the violations 
were more concentrated in Levitt's subdi- 
vision then he had ever seen before. 


BUILDING INSPECTOR Edward Ve- 


netianer told the board that one violation 
in a plumbing system connection to a 
dishwasher could have affected health. He 
said that the violation was because a man- 
ufacturer recommended the appliance be 
installed a certain way and that that vio- 
lation was being corrected. 


Felten then questioned the number of 


personnel specified to be hired for the 
building department in the resolution. 


After discussion of the merit of hiring 


one or two additional building department 
employees and the number necessary for 
the public works department, the board 
amended the rough draft of the resolution 
to call for one additional person for the 
department instead of two. 


Following the discussion, the

unanimously passed the resolution.

New School OKd for Lake County Area

acres of the 5.9 acre parcel to the school 
district for the building and parking lot. 
The other 3 acres would remain the prop- 
erty of the village for use as a joint 
school-park recreation area. 


THE NEW SCHOOL, a 46,000 square 


foot building, will receive a formal okay 
from the Buffalo Grove board after draw- 
ings showing that division of land are sub- 
mitted. 


The new building, which the district will 


rent to pay the state for borrowed funds, 
will havs 24 classrooms, an art and music 
room. 


It is the largest of three areas ear- 


marked as a school park site by the Glen 
Grove agreement in 1964 which brought 
that area of land into the village. 


Hitzeman said the district hopes that 


ground can be broken in October for con- 
struction of the new building. He told The 
Herald there was a good chance state 
funds would be appropriated in time to 
meet that schedule. 


By next September, the district will 


have 350 more students from the new de- 
velopment in Buffalo Grove and 700 to 750 
students in the entire district. Hitzeman 
admits that if enrollment grows much 
larger, the present school in Long Grove 
may have to consider shifts to accom- 
modate all the students. 


THE NEW DESIGN for the school is 
similar to the system used at John Muir 
School in Prospect Heights. A "Pod" sys- 
tem allows for movable walls to facilitate 
team teaching and class work between dif- 
ferent level students. 


The state commission is willing to back 


such a system as long as the school meets 
budget requirements Hitzeman says. He 
explains the ISBC no longer requires a 
state supported school to follow old-fash- 
ioned education designs. 


Children from the more rural areas of 


nearby Lake County may be bussed into 
the new school along with Buffalo Grove 
residents, the superintendent said.

He contends the amendment he has 


added to the bill will protect Prospect 
Heights by "requiring the notice of annex- 
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ation be sent to each property owner by 
certified or registered mail, that the bill 
emphasizes the welfare of the territory 
subject to annexation and establishes an 
objection that can be filed specifically de- 
fining the Prospect Heights area." 


Schlickman met with homeowners from 


the Prospect Heights Improvement associ- 
ation last month to iron out objections to 
the bill. 


"Everyone I have worked with from the 


area, with the exception of one person, 
finds the bill as amended to be satisfac- 
tory and no longer of any concern," said 
Schlickman. 


"I have assured these representatives 


that I will continue to work with them in 
any further modifications deemed neces- 
sary and reasonable," Schlickman said.

Road was annexed Monday night by the 
Rolling Meadows City Council, the path 
was cleared for proposed annexation of an 
additional 30 acres in the same area. 


Eventual annexation of the total pack- 


age will mean about a 70-acre extension of 
the city's boundaries from the tollway to 
Algonquin Road south of Route 58 (Golf). 


All the land, with the exception of about 


10 acres of apartments, will be zoned for 
commercial and industrial use when it's 
annexed, according to Mayor Roland Mey- 
er. 


BETWEEN 150 AND 160 apartment 


units are planned for the tract commonly 
known as the Schwake property located 
near the tollway and Golf underpass. 
John Kretschmar, builder and developer 
of the tract plans to construct four-story 
buildings.

Schwake land is about 16 acres intended 


for light industrial use which is part of a 
tract known as the Moehling property.

BECAUSE AN annexation petition from

fore. Finanicng would come from founda- 
tion grants, state funds, and fees. 


Rolling Meadows officials have been 


asked to consider annexing more than 25 
acres proposed for apartments near Kir- 
choff and Wilke Roads. 


Although definite plans for the project 


have not been announced, property owners 
requested multi-family zoning along with 
annexation. 


The tract includes 26 acres southeast of 


the Kirchoff-Wilke intersection and in- 
cludes land north of Central Road and 
east toward Northwest Community Hospi- 
tal. 


"We don't know how many units are

Annexation of the tract would bring a 


little more of Wheeling Township into 
Rolling Meadows, which predominantly 
lies within Palatine Township. 


The property includes land for the pro- 


posed New Wilke Road which tentatively 
is scheduled to run about 200 feet east of 
Old Wilke Road. 


At one time, Arlington Heights officials 


reportedly planned construction of a reten- 
tion basin in the area and considered buy- 


ing or condemning the property in order 
to build the facility. 


TO THE WEST of the land is property 


already within Rolling Meadows. Arling- 
ton Heights lies to the north and the Nike 
base is located to the south. 


City officials established a special zon-

In the meantime, district administrators 


seem to be getting worried about the 
deadlocked teacher negotiations. 


Increasing concern on the part of Supt. 


Dr. Donald Thomas about currently dead- 
locked salary negotiations with teachers 
was expressed in a letter to leaders of 
both sides in the dispute. 


In a letter dated May 16, and addressed 


to Harlan Michels of the teachers council 
and Richard Hess of the board of educa- 
tion, Thomas proposed additional fringe 
items and hinted at the possibility of re- 
duction of class size and increasing the 
percentage of extended services contracts. 


TEACHERS COUNCIL members 
had 


the letter Saturday. Michels distributed 
copies of it to other council bargaining 
leaders. 


A Herald reporter obtained the letter 


early this week. 


"I am concerned about the delay in 


salary 
agreements 
for 
our 
district," 


Thomas wrote. "I should like to suggest a 
basis for agreement. Although I have not 
been authorized by either group to pro- 


pose new items, it appears o me that the 
following two-part proposal can be the 
basis for an agreement." 


THOMAS THEN listed a $10,000 life in- 


surance program financed "entirely by 
the board of education," and a 15th year 
step "for consideration of a merit in- 
crement based on an evaluation pro- 
gram."

The 
district 
currently 
proposes 14 


"steps" each representing a year of expe- 
rience, with variations on the theme 
through 
a 
differing 
educational back- 


ground. 


Also suggested by the superintendent 


was placement of 30 per cent of the staff 
on extended services contracts instead of 
the proposed 25 per cent. Those contracts 
give extra pay for additional duties, most- 
ly extracurricular. But even 30 per cent 
reportedly would be a significant decrease 
in what the district currently provides. 


Most 
significantly, 
Thomas proposed 


that "if additional funds are available to 
the district, either from a tax rate in- 
crease or a state aid increase 
. . or any 


plan which gives the district more money, 
the following priorities be implemented." 


THOSE INCLUDE "the employment of 


additional 
(kindergarten 
through 
fifth 


grade) teachers to reduce ratio to I to 
25." The current teacher-student ratio is 1 
to 29. 


Also, "The placing of 50 per cent on ex- 


tended services contracts. The services 
are to be those that relate directly to chil- 
dren and are to be approved by the princi- 
pal." 


Finally, Thomas proposed "the purch;»~e 


of capital outlay items." 


In the letter, the superintendent tried to 


press for a quick agreement. Calling it 
"important," he wrote, "If an informal 
agreement can be obtained today (May 
16), the board of education can approve 
the program at its meeting of Monday 
(May 19)." 


APPARENTLY, however, that agree- 


ment was not reached. While the board 
met in executive session Monday, presum- 
ably to discuss the status of the dead- 
locked talks, the superintendent reportedly 
was "interested" in a proposal from Har- 
lan Michels that the district make 12- 
month contracts available at a base sala- 
ry of as much as $8.200. 


The idea, if accepted by both sides, 


would reportedly mean a certain bid for a 
21-cent educational tax rate increase in 
October. 


Even then, the superintendent is report- 


edly not willing to make all contracts 
available for 12 month schedules, because 
additional tax revenue would not be im- 
mediately collectible. Reliable source*, 
however, indicated that Thomas might be 
willing to experiment with the idea on a 
limited scale if the teachers and the board 
agreed.

president of the park board, approached 
him in the spring of 1968 regarding the 
purchase of land for a park. 


"I told him that he was too late, as I 


already had a deal with a realty firm for 
the sale of the property for $960,000. He 
said the park district needed a park site 
in the area and that I had the only avail- 
able land. 


"But, with the offer I had for the prop- 


erty, they could only afford considering 
the purchase of the north end of the prop- 
erty," DiMucci wrote. 


DiMucci reportedly told Jackson that it 


would be necessary to meet with village 
officials regarding a park site in the area, 
since DiMucci had deeded the retention 
basin (which is located on his property) to 
the village and only had reversionary 
rights 


TWO WEEKS LATER, DiMucci met 


with Jackson, Park Director Tom Cooper, 
and former Mayor Dan Congreve. Di- 
Mucci explained his deal with the realty 
company and that the land the park dis- 
trict wanted had a value of $550,000 to 
$575.000 


"Mayor Congreve said he thought the 


price was too high and that I should be a 
public spirited philanthropist and make a 


contribution to the park district for the 
benefit of the community," DiMucci said.

DiMucci Tells 
His Position

The price of the land was discussed in 


great detail at the meeting and the final 
figure for the 18-acre site was set at $325,- 
000. 


"I had objected to the price reduction 


and to the fact that the deal would leave 
me with a five-acre strip of land on Golf 
Road zoned residential. 


"I ASKED CONGREVE if the board 


would grant a change in zoning to apart- 
ment use, as this would give me a chance 
to recover part of the $250,000 that they 
were asking me to contribute to the park 
district," DiMucci wrote. 


He explained that two weeks later, Con- 


greve told DiMucci that the village board 
and the plan commission would agree with 
the apartment zoning and to draft the con- 
tract covering all the aspects of the trans- 
action. 


"As far as I'm concerned, I never look- 


ed for this deal, I have not pushed it, and 
the park district would actually be doing 
me a favor if they cancelled our agree- 
ment," DiMucci said. 


The builder explained that he would per- 


sonally like to see a park in the area and 
that he is interested in providing recrea- 
tional facilities for the citizens on the 
south side of town. 


DIMUCCI EXPLAINED that he worked 


with residents in the community to organ- 
ize the original Mount Prospect Park Dis- 
trict in 1955, and he contributed personal 
efforts as well as donated money to cover 
the organizational expenses. 


"I am now willing to contribute $200,000 


plus in land value for the new park site. 
Furthermore, I have tied up $960,000 
worth of property for over one year in an 
effort to accommodate the park district 
because I realize the problems a public 
body has in completing a real estate 
transaction." 


He emphasized once again that as far as 


he was concerned, the park commission- 
ers could cancel the agreement for pur- 
chase of the land at any time.

Annexation Now Up to Board 


Annexation of 1,100 acres of Schaum- 


burg Township into School Dist. 59 is now 
up to the Dist. 54 School Board. 


The matter was decided Monday night 


by Dist. 59 board members, who voiced 
dissatisfaction with the arrangements of 
the annexation and voted to allow Dist. 54 
to make the next move. 


The decision came as a result of Supt. 


Donald Thomas' wish to decide once and 
for all whether or not the 1,100 acres will 
come into his district. 


"This matter has been pending for a 


long time," Thomas said, "and it is time 
we had it settled." 


The two school districts have talked in- 


formally about Dist. 59 taking over the 


1,100-acre tract, but no formal action has 
come before either board. 


Dist. 59 might want the acreage since it 


is within the corporate boundaries of Elk 
Grove Village. The inclusion of the parcel 
into Dist. 59 would make it convenient for 
the district and the village, as the resi- 
dents of the village would not be split into 
two separate school districts. 


BUT DIST. 59 officials are less than sat- 


isfied with the informal arrangements 
suggested by Dist. 54. The 1,100 acres 
form an odd-shaped tract of land, all un- 
developed, Dist. 59 officials learned that 
Dist. 54 wishes to keep the only valuable 
parcel of the tract, the WGN transmitting 
tower west of Route 53. 


Vote Aside, Move Is Set 


Supt. Eric Sahlberg reported to the 


board of Dist. 57 Monday night that four- 
teen classrooms and a library could be 
built at Lincoln Junior High School for 
$400,000, the price the district hopes to get 
from the sale of Central. 


The school has been placed on public 


sale by sealed bid June 2 and a referen- 
dum is scheduled for June 14 to obtain 
additional fun sdto add to Lincoln. 


Leo Floros, a board member, has sug- 


gested that the board make it clear they 
will move to Lincoln if they sell Central, 
regardless of whether the referendum pas- 
ses. This means that building plans would 
have to be revised downward to meet the 
reduced funds. Floros' position is sup- 
ported by four other board members, The 
Herald learned. 


Sahlberg, who was instructed to get an 


estimate from the architect, S. Guy Fish- 
man, said Fishman would rather not re- 
vise the plans. The architect suggested 
waiting until after the referendum was 
held and the results known before making 
new drawings or taking soil borings. 


THE ORIGINAL PLANS call for a sci- 


ence core and better planned classrooms 
than would be allowed under the "egg- 
crate" design required by reduced funds. 


In other construction business, Sahlberg 


reported specifications will be completed 
on Gregory and Sunset Park schools by 
June 11. Soil borings have been taken at 
both schools. 


"Construction can start in July," ahl- 


berg said. He said funds from the sale of 
bonds would not be necessary until fall 
when early steps in the construction work 
will be completed. 


"Economically, the annexation would 


not be to our advantage," Thomas said. 
"It's just a matter of deciding whether or 
not we wish to conform to the village lim- 
its." 


Members of the Dist. 59 board were 


skeptical of the proposal. They did not like 
the irregular shape of the tract as pro- 
posed by Dist. 54, and they did not like the 
idea of taking on undeveloped land. 


So the board decided to punt the matter 


over to Dist. 54. If Centex, the owner of 
the land, and Dist. 54 can agree on the 
shape and development of the parcel, 
Dist. 59 will be willing to listen to propos- 
als for annexation of the property. But un- 
til that happens, Dist. 59 will make no 
move on its own. 


THE LAND IN question is planned for 


single-family residential development and 
eventually will include 3,500 homes. This 
could add about 5,000 children to a school 
district. 


Dist. 54 has no plans at present for per- 


mitting disannexation of the 1,100-acre 
tract. 


"This area is presently within our 


school district and therefore we are re- 
sponsible for the education of children liv- 
ing there," said Milton Derr, Dist. 54 as- 
sistant school superintendent. 


Dist. 59 has talked about annexing the 


tract, since it is within Elk Grove Village 
boundaries. According to Derr, however, 
"we have not received a formal request 
from Dist. 59 to consider disannexation of 
th« area." 


Based on a study of classroom needs in 


a development similar to the Centex plot, 
Dist. 54 anticipates approximately 5,000 
school-age children coming from 3,500 
homes. This would require six 20-room 
elementary buildings and one 30-room ju- 
nior high.

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12-Month Pacts Near?

Prospects of 12-month contracts for 


teachers in School Dist. 59 may be gather- 
ing steam, with reliable sources ex- 
pressing distinct interest in a proposal 
from teachers on an experimental and 
highly limited scale. 


In the meantime, district administrators 


seem to be getting worried about the 
deadlocked teacher negotiations. 


Increasing concern on the part of Supt. 


Dr. Donald Thomas about currently dead- 
locked salary negotiations with teachers 
was expressed in a letter to leaders of 
both sides in the dispute. 


In a letter dated May 16, and addressed 


to Harlan Michels of the teachers council 
and Richard Hess of the board of educa- 
tion, Thomas proposed additional fringe 
items and hinted at the possibility of re- 
duction of class size and increasing the 
percentage of extended services contracts. 


TEACHERS COUNCIL members 
had 


the letter Saturday. Michels distributed 
copies of it to other council bargaining 
leaders. 


A Herald reporter obtained the letter 


early this week. 


"I am concerned about the delay in 


salary 
agreements 
for 
our district," 


Thomas wrote. "I should like to suggest a 
basis for agreement. Although I have not 
been authorized by either group to pro- 


pose new items, it appears '.o me that the 
following two-part proposal can be the 
basis for an agreement." 


THOMAS THEN listed a $10,000 life in- 


surance program financed "entirely by 
the board of education," and a 15th year 
step "for consideration of a merit in- 
crement based on an evaluation pro- 
gram." 


The 
district 
currently 
proposes 14 


"steps" each representing a year of expe- 
rience, 
with variations on the 
theme 


through 
a 
differing 
educational 
back- 


ground. 


Also suggested by the superintendent 


was placement of 30 per cent of the staff 
on extended services contracts instead of 
the proposed 25 per cent. Those contracts 
give extra pay for additional duties, most- 
ly extracurricular. But even 30 per cent 
reportedly would be a significant decrease 
in what the district currently provides. 


Most 
significantly, 
Thomas proposed 


that "if additional funds are available to 
the district, either from a tax rate in- 
crease or a state aid increase . . . or any 
plan which gives the district more money, 
the following priorities be implemented." 


THOSE INCLUDE "the employment of 


additional 
(kindergarten 
through 
fifth 


grade) teachers to reduce ratio to 1 to 
25." The current teacher-student ratio is 1 
to 29. 


Also, "The placing of 50 per cent on ex- 


tended services contracts. The services 
are to be those that relate directly to chil- 
dren and are to be approved by the princi- 
pal." 


Finally, Thomas proposed "the purchase 


of capital outlay items." 


In the letter, the superintendent tried to 


press for a quick agreement. Calling it 
"important," he wrote, "If an informal 
agreement can be obtained today (May 
16), the board of education can approve 
the program at its meeting of Monday 
(May 19)." 


APPARENTLY, however, that agree- 


ment was not reached. While the board 
met in executive session Monday, presum- 
ably to discuss the status of the dead- 
locked talks, the superintendent reportedly 
was "interested" in a proposal from Har- 
lan Michels that the district make 12- 
month contracts available at a base sala- 
ry of as much as $8,200. 


The idea, if accepted by both sides. 


would reportedly mean a certain bid for a 
21-cent educational tax rate increase in 
October. 


Even then, the superintendent is report- 


edly not willing to make all contracts 
available for 12 month schedules, because 
additional tax revenue would not be im- 
mediately collectible. Reliable sources, 
however, indicated that Thomas might be 
willing to experiment with the idea on a 
limited scale if the teachers and the board 
agreed.

DiMucci Position 


Salvatore DiMucci. owner of the 18-acre 


site slated for the Mount Prospect Park 
District's proposed West Park, clarified 
his position on the land acquisition and 
rezoning dispute between village trustees 
and park commissioners in a letter to the 
Herald yesterday. 


"I believe the tone of the article printed 


in the 
Mount Prospect Herald, which 


.stated that DiMucci had Mount Prospect 
officials over a barrel creates an er- 
roneous impression. I have no one over a 
barrel, and as far as I'm concerned, the 
park district can cancel our land agree- 
ment any time they wish," wrote Di- 
Mucei. 


DiMucci agreed to sell the site at Busse 


and Lonnquist Roads to the park district 
in exchange for a rezoning classification 
on an adjacent five-acre tract north of 
Golf Road. 


PARK COMMISSIONERS and village 


trustees are now negotiating on whether to 
swap the park site for DiMucci's rezoning 
request for apartment buildings. 


DiMucci explained, "in order to keep 


the record straight." that Robert Jackson, 
president of the park board, approached 
him in the spring of 1968 regarding the 
purchase of land for a park. 


"I told him that he was too late, as I 


already had a deal with a realty firm for 
the sale of the property for $960,000. He 
said the park district needed a park site 
in the area and that I had the only avail- 
able land. 


"But, with the offer I had for the prop- 


erty, they could only afford considering 
the purchase of the north end of the prop- 
erty." DiMucci wrote. 


DiMucci reportedly told Jackson that it 


would be necessary to meet with village 
officials regarding a park site in the area, 
since DiMucci had deeded the retention 
basin 'which is located on his property) to 
the village and only had reversionary 
rights. 


TWO WEEKS LATER, DiMucci met 


with Jackson, Park Director Tom Cooper, 
and former Mayor Dan Congreve. Di- 
Mucci explained his deal with the realty 
company and that the land the park dis- 
trict wanted had a value of $550,000 to 
$575,000. 


"Mayor Congreve said he thought the 


price was too high and that I should be a 
public spirited philanthropist and make a 


contribution to the park district for the 
benefit of the community," DiMucci said.

Mount Prospect Village Board struggled 


for almost an hour last night over a mo- 
tion to approve minutes of the group's last 
meeting May 6. 


Sparks flew when trustee Robert Soder- 


man said the minutes were incorrect as 
they stood. He claimed discussion of any 
motion should be logged into the minutes 
before the results of a vote taken on that 
motion, and referred specifically to two 
paragraphs on the first page. He then 
went on to say he still wasn't sure if ac- 
tion taken at the May 1 meeting is legal. 


That's when Village Atty. John Zimmer- 


man was appointed acting village man- 
ager and Marie Hard was appointed depu- 
ty village clerk. 


Soderman said he didn't understand the 


difference between approving and ratify- 
ing the minutes either. 


"THE PROBLEM IS I'm not a lawyer 


and I'm having hard time keeping up with 
you guys," he said to Zimmerman and 
Mayor Robert Teichert who is also an at- 


torney. Zimmerman said ratification of 
the minutes wasn't necessary and serves 
only as a safety valve in case the board 
doesn't have a quorum. 


Teichert said approval of the minutes 


only indicates whether action taken at a 
meeting did occur and in no way deter- 
mines if that action is legal. "We're get- 
ting into semantics again, gentlemen." he 
said.

The price of the land was discussed in 


great detail at the meeting ar.d the final 
figure for the IB-acre site was set at $325,- 
000. 


"I had objected to the price reduction 


and to the fact that the deal would leave 
me with a five-acre strip of land on Golf 
Road zoned residential. 


"I ASKED CONGREVE if the board 


would grant a change in zoning to apart- 
ment use, as this would give me a chance 
to recover part of the $250,000 that they 
were asking me to contribute to the park 
district," DiMucci wrote. 


He explained that two weeks later, Con- 


greve told DiMucci that the village board 
and the plan commission would agree with 
the apartment zoning and to draft the con- 
tract covering all the aspects of the trans- 
action. 


"As far as I'm concerned, I never look- 


ed for this deal, I have not pushed it, and 
the park district would actually be doing 
me a favor if they cancelled our agree- 
mentf" DiMucci said. 


The builder explained that he would per- 


sonally like to see a park in the area and 
that he is interested in providing recrea- 
tional facilities for the citizens on the 
south side of town. 


DIMLCCI EXPLAINED that he worked 


with residents in the community to organ- 
ize the original Mount Prospect Park Dis- 
trict in 1955, and he contributed personal 
efforts as well as donated money to cover 
the organizatio.-al expenses. 


"I am now willing to contribute $200,000 


plus in land value for the new park site. 
Furthermore, I have tied up $960,000 
worth of property for over one year in an 
effort to accc.nmodate the park district 
because I realize the problems a public 
body has in completing a real estate 
transaction." 


He emphasized once again that as far as 


he was concerned, the park commission- 
ers could cancel the agreement for pur- 
chase of the land at any time.

Annexation Now Up to Board 


Annexation of 1,100 acres of Schaum- 


burg Township into School Dist. 59 is now 
up to the Dist. 54 School Board. 


The matter was decided Monday night 


by Dist. 59 board members, who voiced 
dissatisfaction with the arrangements of 
the annexation and voted to allow Dist. 54 
to make the next move. 


The decision came as a result of Supt. 


Donald Thomas' wish to decide once and 
for all whether or not the 1,100 acres will 
come into his district. 


"This matter has been pending for a 


long time," Thomas said, "and it is time 
we had it settled." 


The two school districts have talked in- 


formally about Dist. 59 taking over the 


1,100-acre tract, but no formal action has 
come before either board. 


Dist. 59 might want the acreage since it 


is within the corporate boundaries of Elk 
Grove Village. The inclusion of the parcel 
into Dist. 59 would make it convenient for 
the district and the village, as the resi- 
dents of the village would not be split into 
two separate school districts. 


BUT DIST. 59 officials are less than sat- 


isfied with the informal arrangements 
suggested by Dist. 54. The 1,100 acres 
form an odd-shaped tract of land, all un- 
developed. Dist. 59 officials learned that 
Dist. 54 wishes to keep the only valuable 
parcel of the tract, the WGN transmitting 
tower west of Route 53.

Kindergarten Ended 
At Lincoln Junior 


By a unanimous vote, Monday night, 


Dist. 57 terminated the last Kindergarten 
class at Lincoln Junior High School, 


Parents representing five students ap- 


peared before the board to protest the 
change. They said their 5-year-oW chil- 
dren would have to walk more than a mile 
to school. 


Board members told the parents that 


the administration would provide a list of 
kindergarten students in their area so that 
private bus arrangements could be made 
by the parents. 


In other business, the board approved 


the report to their auditor, Donald P. 
Roth, and a police statement allowing po- 
licemen to arrest drivers of unauthorized 
motor vehicles on school property. 


Vote Aside, Move Is Set 


Supt. Eric Sahlberg reported to the 


board of Dist. 57 Monday night that four- 
teen classrooms and a library could be 
built at Lincoln Junior High School for 
$400,000, the price the district hopes to get 
from the sale of Central. 


The school has been placed on public 


sale by sealed bid June 2 and a referen- 
dum is scheduled for June 14 to obtain 
additional fun sdto add to Lincoln. 


Leo Floros, a board member, has sug- 


gested that the board make it clear they 
will move to Lincoln if they sell Central, 
regardless of whether the referendum pas- 
ses. This means that building plans would 
have to be revised downward to meet the 
reduced funds. Floros' position is sup- 
ported by four other board members, The 
Herald learned. 


Sahlberg, who was instructed to get an 


estimate from the architect, S. Guy Fish- 
man, said Fishman would rather not re- 
vise the plans. The architect suggested 
waiting until after the referendum was 
held and the results known before making 
new drawings or taking soil borings. 


THE ORIGINAL PLANS call for a sci- 


ence core and better planned classrooms 
than would be allowed under the "egg- 
crate" design required by reduced funds. 


In other construction business, Sahlberg 


reported specifications will be completed 
on Gregory and Sunset Park schools by 
June 11. Soil borings have been taken at 
both schools. 


"Construction can start in July," ahl- 


berg said. He said funds from the sale of 
bonds would not be necessary until fall 
when early steps in the construction work 
will be completed. 


"Economically, the annexation would 


not be to our advantage," Thomas said. 
"It's just a matter of deciding whether or 
not we wish to conform to the village lim- 
its." 


Members of the Dist. 59 board were 


skeptical of the proposal. They did not like 
the irregular shape of the tract as pro- 
posed by Dist. 54, and they did not like the 
idea of taking on undeveloped land. 


So the board decided to punt the matter 


over to Dist. 54. If Centex, the owner of 
the land, and Dist. 54 can agree on the 
shape and development of the parcel, 
Dist. 59 will be willing to listen to propos- 
als for annexation of the property. But un- 
til that happens, Dist. 59 will make no 
move on its own. 


THE LAND IN question is planned for 


single-family residential development and 
eventually will include 3,500 homes. This 
could add about 5,000 children to a school 
district. 


Dist. 54 has no plans at present for per- 


mitting disannexation of the 1,100-acre 
tract. 


"This area is presently 
within our 


school district and therefore we are re- 
sponsible for the education of children liv- 
ing there," said Milton Derr, Dist. 54 as- 
sistant school superintendent. 


Dist. 59 has talked about annexing the 


tract, since it is within Elk Grove Village 
boundaries. According to Derr, however, 
"we have not received a formal request 
from Dist 59 to consider disannexation of 
thf area." 


Based on a study of classroom needs in 


a development similar to the Centex plot, 
Dist. 54 anticipates approximately 5,000 
school-age children coming from 3,500 
homes. This would require six 20-room 
elementary buildings and one 30-room ju- 
nior high.

Year Teacher Pacts Near? 
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Prospects

teachers in School Dist. 59 may be gather-

pressing distinct interest in a proposal 
from teachers on an experimental and 
highly limited scale 


In the meantime, district administrators 


.seem to be getting worried about the 
deadlocked teacher negotiations. 


Increasing concern on the part of Supt. 


Dr. Donald Thomas about currently dead- 
locked salary negotiations with teachers 
was expressed in a letter to leaders of 
both sides in the dispute. 


In a letter dated May 16, and addressed 


to Harlan Michels of the teachers council 
and Richard Hess of the board of educa- 
tion, Thomas proposed additional fringe 
items and hinted at the possibility of re- 
duction of class size and increasing the 
percentage of extended services contracts. 


TEACHERS COUNCIL members had 


the letter Saturday. Michels distributed 
copies of it to other council bargaining 
leaders. 


A Herald reporter obtained the letter 


early this week. 


"I am concerned about the delay in 


salary 
agreements 
for our 
district," 


Thomas wrote. "I should like to suggest a 
basis for agreement. Although I have not 
been authorized by either group to pro- 
pose new items, it appears '.o me that the 
following two-part proposal can be the 
basis for an agreement." 


THOMAS THEN listed a $10,000 life in- 


surance program financed "entirely by 
the board of education," and a 15th year 
step "for consideration of a merit in- 
crement based on an evaluation 
pro- 


gram." 


The 
district 
currently 
proposes 14 


"steps" each representing a year of expe- 
rience, with variations on the theme 
through a differing 
educational 
back- 


ground. 


Also suggested by the superintendent 


was placement of 30 per cent of the staff 
on extended services contracts instead of 
the proposed 25 per cent. Those contracts 
give extra pay for additional duties, most- 
ly extracurricular. But even 30 per cent 
reportedly would be a significant decrease 


in what the district currently provides. 


Most significantly, Thomas proposed 


that "if additional funds are available to 
the district, either from a tax rate in- 
crease or a state aid increase . . . or any 
plan which gives the district more money, 
the following priorities be implemented." 


THOSE INCLUDE "the employment of 


additional 
(kindergarten 
through 
fifth 


grade) teachers to reduce ratio to 1 to 
25." The current teacher-student ratio is 1 
to 29. 


Also, "The placing of 50 per cent on ex- 


tended services contracts. The services 
are to be those that relate directly to chil- 
dren and are to be approved by the princi- 
pal." 


Finally, Thomas proposed "the purchase 


of capital outlay items." 


In the letter, the superintendent tried to 


press for a quick agreement. Calling it 
"important," he wrote, "If an informal 
agreement can be obtained today (May 
16), the board of education can approve 


the program at its meeting of Monday 
(May 19)." 


APPARENTLY, however, that agree- 


ment was not reached. While the board 
met in executive session Monday, presum- 
ably to discuss the status of the dead- 
locked talks, the superintendent reportedly 
was "interested" in a proposal from Har- 
lan Michels that the district make 12- 
month contracts available at a base sala- 
ry of as much as $8,200. 


The idea, if accepted by both sides, 


would reportedly mean a certain bid for a 
2l-cent educational tax rate increase in 
October. 


Even then, the superintendent is report- 


edly not willing to make all contracts 
available for 12 month schedules, because 
additional tax revenue would not be im- 
mediately collectible. Reliable sources, 
however, indicated that Thomas might be 
willing to experiment with the idea on a 
limited scale if the teachers and the board 
agreed. 


Two police lieutenants and four fire lieu- 


tenants — all veteran members of their 
departments — have been named to the 
recently-created post of captain in Arling- 
ton Heights. 


Lt. Jack Aldrich and Lt. Maurice Eng- 


lish have been named to the newly-created 
post of police captain. 


The appointment of the two men to the 


posts created this winter when the 1969-70 
budget was approved was announced yes- 
terday morning. The two men will be 
sworn in as captains on Friday morning; 
their new duties will start Saturday morn- 
ing. 


As Aldrich and English were appointed 


as captains, Police Chief L. W. Calder- 
wood also announced that Sgt. Harold J. 
Hildebrandt had been promoted to lieuten- 
ant and Officer Jack B. Weber had been 
promoted to the rank of sergeant. 


THE NEED FOR THE position of cap- 


tain in the department has grown as the 
department has expanded to keep pace 
with the village's balloning population, ac- 
cording to police officials. 


Aldrich has been with the force for 17 


years; he joined April 11, 1952. He was 
moted to sergeant on June 1, 1959, and to 
the rank of lieutenant on July 15, 1961. 


Aldrich was assigned to the traffic divi- 


sion on Jan. 15, 1967. He is currently di- 
rector of training for the Northwest Police 
Academy. 


English has served as a member of the 


police department for 12 years, since 1957 
On July 15, 1961, he was named sergeant 
and on May 28, 1968, English was appoint- 
ed to the rank of Lieutenant. 


He has served with the patrol division 


and has headed the plain clothes division 
of the police department. 


HILDEBRANT HAS served on the force 


for 16 years (he joined on May 1, 1953 > 
He was named sergeant on May 5, 1962. 
and has served in all divisions. 


Weber was appointed to the force on Oc- 


tober 1, 1961. He, like Hildebrandt, has 
served in all divisions of the department.

Old Slants to Old Problems

Village officials of Arlington Heights in 


officials face today, but their solutions 
now seem to be entirely unique. 


Instead of levying taxes to pay for 


street maintaining and improving, the vil- 
lage passed an ordinance which states: 


"Every able-bodied male inhabitant of 


the village above the age of 21 years and 
under the age of 50 years, except paupers, 
idiots, lunatics and such others as are ex- 
empt by law, shall labor upon the streets 
and alleys of the village two days in each 
year under the direction of the Street 
Commissioner." 


Residents today who complain about 


taxes might think twice before they refer 
to the "good old days." Back then, a resi- 
dent would have to give up two days' pay 
to work on the streets. However, residents 
c o u l d 
a v o i d 
t h e t w o d a y s 


labor by paying a $1.50 fine. 


RESTRICTIONS ON the types of side- 


walks residents ere permitted to con- 


struct is nothing new in Arlington Heights. 
The second ordinance passed after the vil- 
lage was formed states: 


"All sidewalks are to be four feet eight 


i n c h e s w i d e and constructed of 
sound lumber." 


The ordinance outlines the size of the 


planks to be used and how they should be 
installed. It also states that it is the duty 
of the property owner to keep the side- 
walk in good repair. 


Considering the wood-constructed side- 


walks, ordinance Number three passed by 
the village board seems to make sense. It 
says that no person shall ride or drive 
upon any sidewalk in the village any 
horse, mule, ass or other animal in such a 
manner as to break or injure the side- 
walk. 


The regulation of solicitors which was a 


hot issue during the recent village election 
was a concern of the village during the 
1800s a l s o . 
Ordinance 
No. Five 


sets forth the following license fees: 


Foot peddlers, $2. 


Peddlers with a one-horse wagon, $2. 
Peddlers with a two-horse wagon, $3. 


IN THE EARLY 1890s, the village board 


passed an ordinance which established a 
$1 tax on each dog owned by a resident of 
the village. It was the duty of the Village 
Constable to annually prepare a list of all 
the dogs and dog owners in the village. 


The total budget for the village in 1892 


was $1,250. During the next year, the vil- 
lage let a contract for the purchase and 
maintenance of 50 street lights for one 
year. The estimated cost of the project 
was $700 for the year. 


The first ordinance establishing man- 


datory installation of concrete sidewalks 
was passed in 1903. 


Ordinance No. 92, passed shortly after 


the turn of the century, limited activities 
carried on in public parks. It stated there 
would be no ball playing or other activi- 
ties which might annoy persons in the 
parks or frighten teams of horses nearby. 


Water rates in the early 1900s were $4 


per year for a six-room house. If the 
house had a bathtub, the annual charge 
was $2.50 additional and a water closet 
cost $1.50 more. 


Foreshadowing prohibition, the village 


board passed Ordinance No. 109 which 
states that no alcoholic beverages couid 
be served on undays. It also stated a tav- 
ern could not be open between the hours 
of 11:30 p.m. and 5 a.m.

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Drug Problem in Village Is Termed Severe 


rU'clawhcation o( marijuana from a 


narcotic to a dangerous drug would help 
reduce the drug problem in Arlington 
Heights, according to Del. Rodney Kath of 
the Arlington Heights Police Department. 


The drug problem in the village is 


"most severe." and there are so many 
buyers around that pushers can sell any- 
thing. Kath «aid Local case reports show 
that pusher-i have sold lawn grass as 
marijuana and saccharin pills as LSD. he 
said 


Kath spoke to the Men's Club meeting 


at the First Presbyterian Church Monday 
night He ha? been a member of the vil- 
lage police department for three years 
and devotes half of his time to the drug 
problem. 


Guilty verdicts for possession or sale of 


marijuana are hard to get because the re- 
sulting penalties are so severe, Kath said. 


An Arlington Heights resident was ar- 


rested for possession and sale of narcotics 
to a juvenile. When the case got to court, 
an agreement was made that if the 17- 
year-old defendant would plead guilty to 
the possession charge, then the selling 
charge would be dropped, Kath said. 


This was done, He said, because con- 


viction on the selling charge would mean 
that the minimum sentence for selling 
would have to be invoked — and a 17- 
year-old would go to jail for 10 years. In- 
stead, the boy spent six months in jail. 


IF MARIJUANA WERE reclassified as 


a dangerous drug, which Kath thinks will 


happen soon, the penalties for first-time 
offenders would be less severe. The sen- 
tence would range from a fine to a max- 
imum to 90 days in jail. 


Kath said he thinks the reclassification 


will help policemen get more convictions. 


Commenting 
on 
whether 
marijuana 


might be legalized, Kath said he based IV s 
knowledge on information he had received 
from agents of the Federal Bureau of Nar- 
cotics. 


Marijuana was banned by a treaty 


drawn up by the World Health Organiza- 
tion of the United Nations. The United 
States signed the treaty, which stated that 
since marijuana had no medical use, it 
should be illegal in all countries signing 
the treaty.

would be used as weather radar to spot 
approaching tornados or other serious 
weather disturbances. 


N o w , information on 
approaching 


storms is provided by a weather fore- 
casting center in Kansas City, as well as 
from state and county agencies. 


However, Burlingame and Lt. Jack Ben- 


son, village Civil Defense director, agree 
that more adequate warning is desirable. 


They contend that radar would be able 


to track a storm accurately within 50 
miles of Arlington Heights, allowing the 
village to receive accurate information as 
quickly as possible. 


BURLINGAME 
HAS said 
that 
in- 


stallation would not cost much over $1,000, 
and that operation of weather radar is a 
relatively simple matter. 


The equipment is now stored in the mu- 


nicipal building. It was originally used on 
Viscount airlinesr, which have been dis- 
continued. Burlingame has contacted Al- 
len Aircraft Radio, Inc , of Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, which can service the equipment if it 
is installed 


The decision on installation is up to the 


public safety committee and, eventually, 
the full village board.

us."

estimate the size of the problem, Kath 
said, "If I were 16 years old I could go out 
right now and be back in five minutes 
with some marijuana." 


When juveniles are being questioned for 


any offense. Kath said the topic of drugs 
often comes up. "Every juvenile you talk 
to has first-hand information on it."
